PARIS,  May  aO. — Tha  o«e  thing  to  be 
deduced   from   the  principal  events   for 

the  approaching  aer'oplane  BPSfson  is  that 
the  day  of  ihe  "circus"  meeting  has 
ffon'e  not  to  return.  PubHc  and  aviator 
alike  are  tired  of  circling  around  the 
derricks  .of  an  aerodrome.  The  timid 
flutters  of  two  years  ago  have  been 
succeeded  by  long  rambles  from  town 
to  town.  The  practical  application  of 
the  aeroplane  is  in  sight,  for  rnachines 
have  bcteh  constructed  capable  of  carry- 
ing ten  or  twelve  passengers. 

A  dozen  schools  In  France  ar«  turning 
out  pilots  every  day  to  add  to  the  list 
of  more  thiui  two  hundred  on  the  reg- 
isters of  the  Aeronautical  Federation. 
To  provid'j  a  flfild  for  the  ambition  of 
these  ypung  blrdts,  three  great  races 
have  b*en  arranged. 

The  first  in  date,  and  possibly  also  In 
difficulty.  Is  that  organized  by  the  Petit 
Parlsien,  from  Paris  to  Madrid.  Starting 
May  21.  Tlie  journey  Has  been  divided 
.s'^lnto  three  stages — Paris  to  Angouleme, 
'  Angouleme  to  St.  Sel)«||U»n.  and  St. 
Sebastian    to    Madrid. 

The  first  and  second  stages  seem  quite 
easy.  The  real  danger  lies  in  the  third 
stage,  from  St.  Sebastian  to  Madrid. 
Aviators  have  to  pass,  according  to  the 
rules  IsBiied  by  the  oi-ganlzers,  for  a 
distance  of  sixty  or  eighty  kilometers 
over  mountains  nearly  4000  feet  high. 
TWs  race  is  endowed  by  the  Petit  Parls- 
ien, with  a  purse  of  $2,000  to  the 
winner. 

In  addition  the  Spanish  Aero  Club 
gives  prizes  of  $10,000.  Twenty  ma- 
chines have  been  entered,  the  scar  flyer 
and  prime  favorl'te  b^ing  V<»ndrlnp.R,  who 
made  such  remarkable  speed  from  Pau 
to  ParLs  last  month.  Among  the  other 
competitors  are  Bobba,  Dlvetaln,  the 
Prince  de  Nlssole,  Pierre  Barrillon, 
Frank  Barfa,  L-e  Lasseur  de  Ransay, 
Amerigo  and  Train.  The  second  big 
«vent  is  the  Paris  to  Rome  .and  Turin 
flight  scheduled  for  May  28.  The  prizes 
will   total   $100,000. 

June  will  see  the  European  circuit 
race  from  Paris  to  London  and  return. 
The  flight  will  be  begun  on  .Tune  4  and 
occupy  probably  two  weeks.  The  prizes 
aggregate  $S0,000  and  already  have  at- 
tracted   many   entries.

CHICAGO.  May  20.i— Fifty-three 
babies  under  one  year  old  and  most  of 
them  only  a  few  weeks  old,  died  during 
the  four  days  of  extreme  heat,  from 
May  16  to  May  19,  inclusive. 

The  mortuary  records  show  that  the 
babies  died  almost  as  rapidly  as  they 
came.  Unseasonable  ,  heat,  spoiled 
milk,  bad  ventilation  and  improper 
care  were  given  by  physicians  as 
causes  of  death. 

The  police  today  also  announced  that 
nearly  a  score  of  children,  boys  and 
grlrls,  from  10  to  14  years  old.  had  been 
reported  missing  during  tho  hot  days. 
The  police  believe  many  of  them  have 
wandered  from  the  city. 

Light  showers  In  the  afternoon  and 
a  heavy  electrical  storm  before  sun- 
down brought  to  an  end  today  to  the 
week  of  burning  hot  weather  which  has 
prostrated  citizens  in  numbers  previ- 
ously unheard  of  at  this  time  of  the 
year.

"I  have  Just  acquired,  on  behalf  of 
British  capitalists  Idenllfled  wit.*'  the 
steel  Industry,  a  200-acre  site  for  a  sim- 
ilar enterprise  on  the  Pitt  river,  with 
a   frontage    of   2000    feet  pn     the     east 

be  even  better  If  Che  proposed  canal 
from  the  river  to  Burrcxd  Inlet  is  ever 
built,"  said  Mr.  ,Owen  to  a  representa- 
tive of  Th«  Colonist  at  the  Hotel  Van- 
couver. 

"Iron  ore  will  be  conveyed  In  scows 
up  the  Eraser  and  Pitt  rivers  to  tho 
plant,  whose  construction  will  be  under-

■the  various  buildings.  We  shall  Install 
blast  furnaces,  open-hearth  steel  fur- 
naces and  erect  rolling  mills.  The  ca- 
pacity will  be  1,000  tons  a  day,  with  an 
estimated  annual  output  ot  260,000  tons 
of   finished   product." 


PEKIN,  May  20.— The  Hukwang  loan 
for  the  construction  of  railroads  in  the 
province  of  Hunan  and  IIupcl  was  sign- 
ed here  today  by  the  representatives 
of  the  British,  American,  French  and 
German  groups  of  bankers.  Besides 
providing  for  the  original  iimount  of

In 
QP^n  €>r  (i«<rHiiii,  itin.y  Im  auin*n*s*xrcu 
bv   the  marine  customs. 

•The  loan  contract  has  been  materi- 
ally enlarged  in  the  last  fortnight  as 
tho  result  of  the  announcement  that  the 
government  intends  to  relieve  the  pro- 
vinces of  control  of  all  trunk  Una  pro- 
jects and  would  construct  Immense 
trunk  lines  throughout  the  empire.  This 
accounts  for  f.-.e  provisional  Increase 
of  the  loan  to  $50,000,000. 

The'  loan  la  at  95  and  will  run  for 
forty  years  at  five  per  cent.  Three  years 
are  allowed  for  constructions,  excepting 
for  tho  mountainous  I-Chang-Kwel-Fu 
section,  wnere  there  are  many  engineer- 
ing difficulties.

JAUREZ,  Mexico,  May  20.— Standing 
on  the  pedestal  of  a  monument  neaf 
w!s^»5t«  v*>COt>e  the  smoky  ruins  of  the 
recent  battle,  Francisco  I.  Madero,  Jr., 
today  bade  farewell  to  his  soldiers  and 
told  them  of  his  plans  when  he  got  to 
Mexico  City  to  modernize  the  govern- 
ment of  the  country  and  build  a  "new 
Metxlco." 

The  occasion  was  the  re-dlstribution 
of  the  insurrecto  "army  of  the  north." 
comprising  the  forces,  largely  enlisted 
from  Chihuahua  state,  which  began  the 
revolution  and  lived  to  enjoy  the  fruits 
of  victory. 

Fifteen  hundred  Insurrectos  tomor- 
row at  daylight  will  leave  for  Gasas 
Grandes  under  command  of  General  Pas- 
qual   Orozco  and   Colonel  VUla. 

The  occasion  of  Madero'a  farewell  to 
his  men  was  Impressive.  About  the 
plaza  stood  tlie  blackened  walls  of  tho 
new  municipal  palace  and  library  build- 
ing which  was  blown  up  in  last  week's 
battle.  Further  on  stretched  adobe 
buildings,  mutilated  and  knocked  into 
grotesque  shapes  by  the  combined  fire 
of  the  federals  and  insurrectos. 

Madero  rode  from  his  quarters  ac- 
companied by  his  cabinet  and  ascended 
the  steps  of  a  monument  of  Benito 
Juarez.  As  the  leader  appeared  above 
the  crowd,  he  was  greeted  by  shouts  of 
"long' live  the  liberator  of  Mexico,"  and 
''our  next  president." 

Orozco  and  Villa  appeared  beside  Mi'- 
dero  and  were  greeted  by  their  fellows. 
Tri-colored  ribbons  were  displayed  by 
the  soldiers,  who  were  massed  in  a 
semi-circle  about  the  base  of  the  monu-  , 
ment.  In  the  group  was  a  twelve-year-  % 
old  boy,  who  was  officially  credited  with 
hp.vlng  been  in  eleven  battles  and  sklr- 
rnlshes. 

Kadero'a  AAdcaai 
Madero,  as  he  spoke,  stood  beneath  a 
plaster  statue,  typifying  justice,  from 
which  the  uplifted  hand  had  been  shot 
away  during  the  battle.  It  was  the  pro- 
visional president's  farewell  address  to 
his  army.  "Soldiers,"  said  Madero, 
"you  see  all  about  you  the  terrible  con- 
sequences of  war.  Buildings  have  been 
destroyed  and  peorle  hava  fled  in  terror 
from   their  home*. 

"Many  of  you  personally  have  felt 
the  bitter  sufferings  of  lighting.  You 
have  gone  hungry,  have  marched  hun- 
dreds' of  miles  over  the  hot  deserts, 
often  without  water  or  sleep.  Tou  have 
sniffed  the  smoke  of  battle  and  some  of 
you  have  had  "occasion  to  contemplate 
death. 

"But,  my  soldiers,  it  hsa  been  a  Just 
war.  All  of  the  suffering  that  haa  been 
caused  IS  as  nothing  to  the  suffering 
which  the  result  of  this  war  will  pre- 
vent. It  was  war  against  tyranny,  iis 
frtilt  is  liberty. 

"My  soldiers,  I  bid  you  farewell.  Tt 
5:^  ead  to  see  you  go  but  you  may 
leave  with  lighter  hearts  than  when  you 
came. 

"In  a  week  or  so  I  shall  leave  for 
Mexico  City  to  make  permanent  peace 
which  follows  our  triumph  here.  When 
peace  Is  flnaily  secure,  you  will  have 
the  privilege  of  leaving  the  army  if  you 
like.  There  will  be  no  conscription.  The 
.irmy  which  In  the  future  will  uphold 
the  liberty  guaranteed  by  the  constitu- 
tion of  Mexico  will  be  composed  of 
soldiers  who  will  join  It  from  choice 
and  who  will  receive  good  pay. 

"Many  ihiuKs  are  76t  to  ba  don©  be- 
fore the  principles  for  which  we  fought 
are  within  our  grasp.  We  are  going  to 
have  free  elections.  We  are  going  to 
have  education  along  the  linef*  which 
will  give  our  people  the  democratic 
system  of  free  thought  and  acts  that 
was  in  the  minds  of  the  liberators  of 
our  country.

Mr.    John    8.    Ewart,    of    Ottawa,    has 
written    and    circulated    the    first    of    a 
series  of  pamphlets,   which   he  proposes 
to     call     "The     Kingdom     Papers."       In 
these    he     iiroposea    to    discuss    certain 
problems      of      Interest      to     Canadians, 
which    may    be    classed    in    a    general 
way  under  the  head  of  "Independence." 
Mr.   Ewart  wants  Canada   to  become   "a 
leading  partner  In  the  galaxy  of  nations 
that   wlU   surround   the  British   throne." 
This    Is    a    worthy    aspiration    and    we 
should   be   glad   to   assist   In   such  a  de- 
sirable   consummation,    but    Is    not    Mr. 
Ewart  quarreling  with  words  In  a  good 
deal    of    what    he    writes?      He    resents 
such    expressions     as     "the    Dominion," 
"the    Colonies,"    the    '"over-seas    domin- 
ions,"      •'self-governing      dependencies." 
He   does    not   like    it    when    he   reads   in 
a  Briti.sh  publication  references  to  "our 
possession"    of   Halifax    and    Esquimalt 
He  is   not  ulone  in   this,   for   we  not  In- 
frequently he&r  or  read  protests  against 
such    expressions.      Of    course    they    do 
not    In    most    cases     correctly     describe 
what  they  are  supposed  to  define.     Take 
the  case  of  a  certain  Victoria  boy.    All 
of  his  ancestors   have  lived   in  America 
since   1740   and  some   of   them  were   on 
this    side    of    the    Atlantic    a    hundred 
years  earlier.     To  call  him  a  "colonist" 
would   be  an  absurdity,  and  to  call  him 
"colonial"    would    be    scarcely    less    so. 
He    calls    himself    a    Canadian    and    Is 
quite   well   satisfied    with  the    title.      To 
him    il    means    something.       It     means 
that    he    has    come    of   a    race    that    has 
kept   the   Union   Jack  flying   in  America 
for    generation    after    generation,     that 
has    sacrificed    at    one    time    or    another 
everything  except  honor  for  the  crown, 
the    flag   and    the    nation    to    which    his 
ancestors  belonged.     He  has  learned  to 
speak   of   Oibraltar   as   "ours,"    of   India 
as  "our"  dependency.     If  any  one  were 
to  suggest  to  him  that  he  Is  "Inferior" 
in  any  respect  whatever  to  any  Brltlsh- 
born    person    anywhere    in    the    British 
Empire,   he   would  be  amazed.     But  he 
would    be   foolish    to   be   Indignant    be- 
cause  some   person   in   England,    whose 
vision  has  been  confined  to  the  Mother 
Country,   should   fall    to   appreciate    his 
status   and    that  of   hundreds   of    thou- 
sands  of  younK  fellows,   who  like  blm 
are  growing  up  In  Canada. 

Things  are  In  a  transition  stage.  Oife 
department   of   the   British   Government 
Is  call  "  the  Colonial  Office"  in  common 
parlance.    It  had  to  be  called  something, 
and  ^hen   that  name  was  coined  It  was 
appropriate      enough.        It      Is      correct 
enough   now    in   relation   to  some   parts 
of    the    Empire,    and     no     very     great 
amount  of  harm  Is  done  the  other  parts 
by  retaining  it.     Nobody  la  incensed  be- 
cause   we   call   the  King   "Defender   of 
the  Kalth,"  although  the  title  has  long 
ceased    to    have    any    real    significance. 
To  call  Canada  a  colony  never  was  cor- 
rect.    A   very  largs  part  of  it  was  ac- 
QUlred  by  conquest  and  It  was  colonized 
in    the    first    Instance    by    people    from 
France,  and  later  in  some  parts  by  peo- 
pie  from  the  United  States.  The  French- 
Canadians  and  the  United  Empire  Loy- 
alists were   not   colonists   in   the   sense 
thnt  the  founders  of  Australia  and  New 
Zealand,    for    example,    were    colonists. 
<£%•  former  became  British  subjects  by 
the  fortune  of  war;  the  latter  came  to 
'this  country  because  they  wished  to  re- 
main British   subjects.     Strictly  speak- 
ing Canada  never  was  a  British  colony. 
J  t  WRS  no  more  correct  to  speak  of  Can- 
ada as  tt   "  colony"   In  1783  than  it  la 
in  iWi* '  lil^*  *t  yf*  "*»'  incorrect  even 
fifty  years  ago  to  speak  of  the  relation

the  people  of  Canada  desire  to  alter 
the  terms  of  the  British  North  Ameri- 
ca Act  they  must  go  to  the  British  Par- 
liament to  have  it  done,  and  while  this 
continues  to  be  the  case,  the  colonial 
relation  cannot  be  said  to  be  wholly 
at  an  end,  ev^n  though  the  request  of 
the  Dominion  Parliament  for  an  altera- 
tion would  never  be  refused.  No  pos- 
sible objection  can  be  taken  to  th©  ac- 
tual abolition  of  a  par.^mo^snt  Icgisla 
tlve  power  that  will  never  be  exercised 
except  at  the  request  of  Canada  and  in 
the  manner  that  Canada  may  wish,  and 
we  imagine  that  if  the  Parliament  of 
Canada  should  ask  the  British  Parlia- 
ment to  denude  Itself  forever  of  this 
paramountcy,  the  request  would  be  at 
once  complied  with.  Thereafter  the 
only  common  tie  between  Canada  and 
the  Bjmpire  would  be  allegiance  to  the 
same  sovereign,  a  bond  of  union  broad 
enough  to  form  the  bases  of  any  super- 
structure which  imperial  exigencies 
might  call   for. 

We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  fact 
that  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the 
Privy  Council  is  the  ultimate  court  of 
appeal  from  Canada,  but  If  we  are  to 
remain  in  the  Empire  it  Is  desirable 
that  there  shall  be  one  final  court  of 
appeal,  whose  Jurisdiction  shall  extend 
to  every  British  land.  If  we  are  to 
have  one  law,  we  ought  to  have  only 
one  final  Interpretation  of  it.  The  con- 
stitution of  this  appellate  court  is  a 
mere  detail.

JAPASrSSi:   FOliICT 


When  Japan   took  over  Formosa  after 
the   war    with    Cliina    it   found    things   In 
that  island  in  a  very  dire  condition.     It  [ 
grappled  witli   the  problem  presented  by 
a    ^depleted    treasury,      and    insuflflcient 
revenue    and    a    hostile    population,    and 
has    brouglit    order    out    of    chaos    and 
made   the  country  self-Hupporting.      Tlic 
case  presented  by   Korea  was   also   very 
difficult.      The    Hermit    Kingdom,    as    we 
used    to   call    it,    was   absolutely    out    of 
touch    with   modern   ideas:   but  Japanese 
policy    is    winning      a      signal      triumph' 
there.     Fully  a  quarter  of  million  Japan- 
ese   have    entered    the    country,    and    the 
very    larger    number    of   them    have    en- 
gaged   in    agriculture    and    other    indus- 
tries.      Fifty     tjiousand    of     them    have 
gone    to    live    in    Seoul,    where    business 
is  being  established  along  modern  lines. 
All    traces    of   discontent    have   v«ni8hed 
and    the    Koreans    are    adjusting    them- 
selves  to    the   new    conditions    with    un- 
expected   rapidity.    Already    a    thousand 
miles    of    railway    are    In   operation    and 
the   rails   are    being   extended    in    all   di- 
rections.    The   regeneration   of  Korea  is 
proceeding  upon  the  lines  laid  down  by 
that    illustrious    statesman.    Prince    Ito, 
whose   Influence   upon   Oriental   progress 
has   been   far   more   profound   than    that 
of  any  other,  living  or  dead.

An    admirable      custom       in       British 
countries  Is  to  refrain,  after  proceedings 
have   been   instituted   in  any   case,   from 
publishing   anything   calculated    to    pre- 
judice a   fair   trial   or   that   might   tend 
So    create    an    unfavorable     impression 
against  the  party  accused,   even   though 
he    should    be    shown    to    be    absolutely 
Innocent.      On    a    trial    the    evidence    is 
necessary  confined  within  certain  limits 
and  evil-minded  persons,  who  have  been 
treated  to  a  mass  of  gossip,  guess-work 
and  insinuation,  may  be  disposed  to  say 
that  an  accused  person,  who  may  have 
been   acquitted,    was   very    likely    guilty 
after   all,   ottly   his    guilt    could   not   be 
proved   because   of   the  restricted   scope 
of  the  proof  on  the  trial.  Hence  it  is' the 
custom   in   newspapers,    conducted   with 
any  sense  of  responsiblUty,  not  to  give 
undue  prominence  to  mere  accusations, 
even    If   followed   up    by    legal   proceed- 
ings,   and    to    avoid,    pending    the    dls- 
po'sltion    of    the    case,    anything    which 
might    be    calculated    to    create    an   un- 
favorable  Impression   against     the     cuj- 
cused.        We    may    mention    a    very   re- 
cerit    case,    that    of    Mr.    J.    J.    Warren, 
charged  with  Illegal  practice  In  connec- 
tion with  the  Farmer's  Bank.    Mr.  War- 
ren   is    president    of   an    Ontario    Trust 
Company  and  a  British  Columbia  Rail- 
way  company.     He  was   a   fine   subject

The  inclusion  of  France  in  the  gen- 
eral arbitration  treaty  entered  into  be- 
tween Britain  and  the  fnited  States  Is 
a  very  notable  thing  and  the  news  of  it 
came  upon  the  public  as  a  surprise.  The 
acceptance  by  a  first  du-ss  Continental 
power  of  the  principle  of  arbitration  in 
respect  to  every  class  of  international 
disputes  Is  a  great  gain  for  the  cause 
of  peace.  German  public  men  were  able 
to  some  degree  to  check  any  growing 
demand  for  arbitration  among  the  Ger- 
man people  by  claiaming  that  arbitra- 
tion had  not  been  acceded  to  by  any 
powers  that  were  in  the  first  class  in  a 
military  sense;  as  that  is  understood  in 
Germany;  but  not  even  the  most  arro- 
trant  German  militarist  can  deny  the 
right  of  France  to  a  position  in  the 
front  rank  in  the  matter  of  armed 
strettBth  on  land.  Frenchmen  are  arm- 
ed to  tho  teeth  quite  ns  generally  as 
thf  Germans  are.  Wo  look,  therefore, 
for  a  sreat  impetus  to  the  cauae  of  in- 
ternational arbitration  »h  a  result  of  j 
the  inclusion  of  France  in  the  new 
treaty. 

The   moral      effect      of     the     proposed 
treaty   upon   France   will   be   very   great. 
It    is    the    complement      to    the    entente 
cordiale.     It  Intensifies     the     fact     that 
France   has   hereafter   only   one   possible 
enemy    against   which    she      must     keep 
under  arms.      It  emphasises  what  many 
people  have  long  believed,   that  German 
militarism    is    the    only    menace    to    the 
peace  of  the  world.     No  nation  has  any 
designs    upon    Germany,    and   yet    while 
all   the   rest  of   the   world  Is   talking   of 
peace,    that   great   country   Is  increasing 
her  naval  and  military  strength  as  rap- 
Idly    as    her    finances    permit   and    more 
rapidly  than  they  Justify.     We  are  very 
hopeful  that  the  good  sense  of  the  Ger- 
man   people,   who  are   really   not   natur- 
ally   warlike,    will    before  long    demand 
that   their   Fatherland   shall   march   side 
by   side   with    the    other   groat    natlon.s, 
which  stand  in   the  vanguard  of  human 
progress.     If  the  dread  of  German  mili- 
tary aggressiveness  were  removed,  Rus- 
sia could  reduce  her  forces;    Austria  could 
lay  down  a  part  of  her  burden  and  de- 
vote   herself    to    her      internal      affairs; 
Italy  could  relieve  her  over-taxed  people 
of  a  pressure  which  keeps  them  In  pov- 
erty; France  would  feel  a  constant  ten- 
filon   r«»nxed,  and  Britain  would  be  able 
to   expend   In     needed      social     reforms 
some  of  the  money  now  needed  for  her 
naval   programme.      It   Is   greatly    to   be 
hoped    that    the    action    of    France    will 
be  powerful  with  the  German  peovile.

The  reasons  for  the  change  were  three.

but  as  a  woman  who  Is  ready  and  will 


desirable  both  f«r  the  sake  of  the  pu 
tlents  and  of  the  community  that  a 
trained  nurse  should  fill  the  position 
of  district  nurse,  in  the  Second  place 
the  society  had  learned  that  ther©  were 
people  who  were  being  Injured  ,by  re- 
ceiving care  and  attendance  free  for 
which  they  could  very  well  afford  to 
pay  something.  But  the  chief  reason 
for  the  change  was  the  conviction  that 
there  were  many  families  who  could 
not  afford  to  pay  for  th(»  services  of 
other  trained  nurses  In  time  of  sick- 
ness, it  was  hoped  that  SMCh  people 
would  avail  themselves  bf  the  services 
of  the  Victorian  N»ir«o  whose  maximum 
charges  are  fifty  cents  a  visit  or  t«n 
dollars  for  a  maternity  case.  It  may 
be  salil  that  none  were  more  eager  to 
bring  about  th->  eetablishment  of  the 
new  order  than  the  trained  nurses  of 
Victoria. 

This  expectation,  the  Victorli\n  nurse. 
t  MIhs  Iveiiin3u>,  «»li*tB«»  Xk&a  not  been  iu*.y 
realized.  While  there  are  few  who  do 
not  pay  anything  and  some  who  grate- 
fully contribute  what  they  can,  to  the 
society's  funds,  there  must  be,  Mls.s 
Kennedy  Is  convln'^ed,  nmny  mothers 
who  greatly  overtax  their  strength  in 
waiting  on  sick  children  or  old  relat- 
ives rather  than  call  in  6.nd  pay  for 
the  aid  of  the  Victorian  nurse.  This  la 
a  condition  that  dwes  not  exist  In  the 
cities  in  other  parts  of  Canada  where, 
in  time  of  need,  people  of  small  In- 
comes have  no  hesitation  In  employing 
these  nurses.  Miss  Kennedy  is,  how- 
ever, greatly  pleased  with  the  oppor- 
tunity for  usefulness  afforded  her  in 
Victoria.  She  finds  her  work  interest- 
In  gand  the  people  for  whom  she  works 
grateful,  helpful  and  appreciative.  This 
is  the  case  partlcularlv  among  the  hus- 
bands and  fathers  In  the  families  visit- 
ed. The  efforts  made  by  the  men  to 
lighten  the  labors  of  their  wives,  or  to 
take  their  places  while  they  are  111  are 
worthy   of   admiration. 

The  Victorian  nurse  does  all  that  Is 
needed  for  the  patient  during  her  visit. 
Many  of  these  visits.  It  was  gat^hered, 
are  made  as  mwch  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  advice  as  attendance,  and  for 
these  there  was  no  charge. '  P'or  ex- 
ample, an  Italian  mother  was  shown 
how  the  milk  should  be  prepared  for 
her  delicate  baby.  Wherever  she  has 
met  women  of  this  nation.  Miss  ICen- 
nedy  states,  she  has  been  struck  by 
their  great  willingness  to  learn.  The 
opportunity  of  giving  advice  on  hy- 
gienic or  sanitary  matters  is  one 
which  the  nurse  eagerly  embraces,  for. 
In  this  way  she  feels  that  her  knowl- 
edge and  experience  can  do  great 
good. 

For  obvious  reasons  the  Victorian 
nurse  cannot  be  called  In,  in  cases  of 
infections  disease.

"Conditions  have  changed  greatly  in 
the  last  60  years,  and  we  live  In  an 
era  of  women's  medical  colleges,  and 
of  the  admission  of  wohien  to  estab- 
lished medical  schools.

Derby  winners  are  to  be  found  today 
In  Russia,  Germany,  South  America  and 
the  States,  and  when  the  nanve  of  the 
winner  «f  the  coronation  Derby  of  1911 
is  signalled  abroad  the  nations  will  bid 
for  his  blood  so  that  It  may  be  trans- 
mitted to  their  native  stock. 
This  Tear's  Favorites. 

In  regard  to  the  coming  Derby,  It  may 
be  well  to  glance  over  the  prospects  and 
past  performances  of  a  few  of  the  pros- 
pective candidates.  At  the  close  of  the 
racing  season  of  1910  Mr.  Leopold  de 
Rothschild  is  found  the  possessor  of 
two  first  class  colts — Pletrl,  the  best  2- 
ycar-old  of  last  year,  and  St.  Anton.

It  need  not  be  said  that  there  will  be 
the  keenest  desire  on  the  part  of  owner.s 
to  win  this  coronation  Derby.  I'Mr.st, 
there  Is  the  honor,  then  there  is  the 
llnancial  gain.  It  is  no  stretch  of  imag- 
ination to  say  that  a  Derby  victory  puts 
£20,000  on  the  value  of  a  horse.  He 
also  wins  fS.OOO  or  so  In  stakes.  When 
his  racing  days  are  over  the  Derby 
winner  goes  to  th«  stud  and  accepts 
mares  at  a  fee  of  200  guineas  (Bayardo's 
fee  is  300  guineas).  This  means  an  in- 
come of  £10,000  a  year. 

Derby  winners  are  to  be  found  today 
in  Russia,  Germany.  South  America  and 
the  States,  and  when  the  nam«  of  the 
winner  of  the  coronation  Derby  of  1911 
is  signalled  abroad  the  nations  will  bid 
for  his  blood  so  that  it  may  be  trans- 
mitted   to  their   native   stock. 

This  Tear's  Favorites. 

In  regard  to  the  coming  Derby,  It  may 
be  well  to  glance  over  the  prospects  and 
past  performances  of  a  few  of  the  pros- 
j>eclive  candidates.  At  the  close  of  the 
racing  season  of  1910  Mr.  Leopold  de 
Rothschild  is  found  the  possessor  of 
two  first  class  colts — Pletrl,  the  best  2- 
year-old  of  last  year,  and  ijt.  Anton. 
But  calamity  has  befallen  not  one,  but 
both  of  tliem,  tind,,  in'  ^<jon.sequonce  of 
their  wind  inflrnilliy  tliey  cannot  be  seri- 
ously considered  to  possess  any  chance 
of  winning  the  Derby,  except   In   an  (vge 

of  miracles. 

.- 

Then  there  is  Mr.  J.  B.  Joel,  with 
Sunstar,  winner  of  the  Two  Thousand 
Guineas  the  other  day  In  record  ti.ne, 
and  Lycaon,  third  in  the  same  raca,  a 
cott  of  great  promise.  The  Derby  prob- 
lem has  been  simplified  to  a  lurttti  extent 
by  the  facile  victory  of  Sunstar  lr>  the 
Guineas,  and  it  Is  very  unlikely  that 
any  of  the  colts  that  were  behind  him 
that  day  will  b»  In  front  of  hlni  on 
Derby  day.  A  doubt,  however,  exii^ts  as 
to  his  stamina;  he  is  certainly  not  bred 
to  stay,  his  sire  Sundridge  being  Ju.st  a 
brilliant  sprinter,  and  none  of  his  f.Tm- 
iiy  has  ever  proved  their  ability  to  go 
over  a  mile. 

There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  talk 
of  a  French  invasion,  and  M.  Blanc  has 
undoubtedly  two  fine  colts  in  Lord  Bur- 
goync,  unbeaten  in  Franno  last  ycar^ 
and  Shetland.  M.  Blanc  has  tried  to 
Win  the  Derby  for  some  years,  with 
Vlnclus  In  Rock  Sand's  v«Mir;  Gouver- 
nant.  who  was  favorite  In  St.  Amant> 
year,  and  Jardy  In  Cicero's  year.  Still, 
French  horses  are  rarely  formidable  In 
England,  whether  IKe  channel  crossing 
accounts   for  it  or  the  climatic  change. 

According  to  the  law  of  &verag«s  one 
must,  as  a  matter  of  course,  reject 
Phryxus  as  the  possible  winner,  for 
how  can  a  man  expect  to  own  another 
Bayardo  or  Lemberg  for  the  third  sue-,

He  points  out  that  there  la  a  demand 
for  public  landing  places  or  wharfage 
a(*  iiuni^«r«  of  yachts  and  other  non- 
mercantile  vessels,  foreign  and  coast- 
wise, are  continually  seelting  some  place 
to  tie  up,  and  as  available  wharves  arc 
fully  occupied  with  the  mercantile  traf- 
fic pertaining  to  them,  these  small  ves- 
sels, while  permitted  to  tie  up  to  the 
wharves  at  a  small  charKe.  are  mi^re  or 
less  of  a  nuisance  to  legitimate  traffls. 
There  is  also  a  demand  for  public  land- 
ing places  for  outside  products  of  the 
farm  and  fisheries  as  well  as  other 
food  or  commercial  enterprises  where 
such  can  be  marketed  oft  to  the  retailer 
or   consumer. 

Suggeated  Sev*lopiuest 

Mr.  Sorby  therefore  suggests  to  the 
city  council  that  the  city  should  claim 
all  these  street  ends  and  develop  them 
for  the  public  convenience  not  neces- 
sarily as  free  commercial  wharfage  but 
as  places  where  parties  may  land  and 
discharge  cargo  at  fixed  rates,  the  pro- 
ceeds to  be  part  of  the  general  revenue 
of  the  city.  Floats  of  ample  capacity. 
or,  where  needed,  wharves  could  be 
erected.  The  street  ends  could  be  either 
carried  out  as  solid  piers,  if  water  on 
either  side  could  be  secured,  or  they 
could  be  used  as  docks.  In  which  case 
the  public  landing  would  be  at  the  shore 
end  and  adjacent  owners  couiu  pay  rent 
for  water  privileges,  or  facilities,  w^ilch 
would  add  greatly  to  the  value  of  their 
properties.  Theee  street  end  piers  miKht 
be  developed  a.9  a  covered.  double-bacU, 
recreation  and  trade  pier,  as  '.n  Fhila- 
delphla.  with  railroad  tracks  connected 
with  the  B.  C.  Klectnc  Railway  system 
for  the  reception  and  distribution  of 
merchandise.

thus  encourage  and  develop  trade  and 
minor.  Industries  while  inducing  healthy 
competition  m  transportation  facilities 
to  the  advantage  of  the  producer  and 
consumer.  ,

The  R.  M.   S.  Empress  of  India,  Capt. 
Beetham,   reached   the   outer  wharf   yes- 
lerday    on    her    101st    voyage    with    685 
passengers    and    a    rich    cargo    of    1,821 
tons,    including    1,382    baleii   of   raw   siU« 
and   slUt   goods,   linens,   etc.,    making   up 
a    slUt    shipment    wortSu    over    a    million 
dollars.      There    were    136    saloon    pass- 
engers  including   H.   H,    Prince   Leopold 
of    Battenberg,    cousin    of    His    Majesty, 
who   will   be   22   years   of  age   today,   H. 
H.   Prince  von  and  zu   Lelchtewsteln,   of 
the    Imperial   family    of   Austria,    Baron 
and   Baroness  von   Exvelde   of   Belgium, 
and    other    notables    bound    to    London 
for    the    Coronation.      Mrs.    Isaac    Gug- 
genheim,   wife  of  an   American   million- 
aire returned  from  an  Oriental  tour,  and 
there    was    the    usual      complement      of 
army  and  navy  and  diplomatic  ofilcials, 
missionaries,  tourists  and  others.

because  of  treachery.     The  officials  were 
notified   of   the   plot,    and    the  arms   and 
ammunition    provided      for      the      rebels 
were    sized    and    the    troops      who      had 
planned    to   Join    the   rebels      were      dis- 
armed.    The   plan   mad©   was    to   attack 
Ave     Important     places     simultaneously, 
but  Huang-Hslng,  a  lieutenant  of     Sun 
Yat  Sep,  who  was  In  charge  of  the  ris- 
ing,  was   arrested   prior   to   the  starting 
of   the  flghUng.    and   the    attempt   made 
to   rescue   him    caused      the     prems^ture 
starting  of  the  fighting.     The  city  gates 
were  Immediately  closed  and  the  rebels 
were   caught   within    the   walls   by   loyal 
troops    and    made   a   final    stand,      after 
fierce    street   fighting.    In    a    rice      shop, 
using   the   rice  bags   to   form   a  parapet. 
The    troops    used      machine      guns      and 
killed  over  250  rebels.     The  fight  lasted 
all  night,  and  the  street  Was  flUod  with 
corpses  when  daylight  came.

A  notable  archaeological  (Ind  has  been 
made  in  Manchuria,  according  to  advices 
brought  by  the  Empress  of  Japan.     Be- 
tween   Klrln    and     Kalyuan    an   ancient 
tomb   of  the   Waynen    (Tartar)    dynasty, 
overthrown   by     Genghis     Khan,     where 
some   early   Manchu   rulers   were   burled, 
was    found   by   Japanese,   who   rifled   the 
tomb.

The  Mongolian  rebellion  Is  giving  the 
Chinese  sovernment  considerable  appre- 
hension, according  to  news  by  the  Em- 
presa  of  India.  The  Mongolians,  who 
had  attacked  a  number  of  villages  south 
of  Tsllslhaif,  -where  atrocities  wore  com- 
mitted, a  number  of  villagers  being 
burned  alive  In  the  destroyed  "iiarolet.i, 
routed  the  government  troops  sent 
against  tliem.

Troublous  times  are  occurring  on  the 
Russo-Chlnese  border,  according  to  ad- 
vices brought  by  the  Emprnsfr'  of  India. 
The  Novaya  /-hlzn,  published  at  Vladi- 
vostok, says  tb«  Chlnc.'-o  In  garrison  at 
Blagovestchensk  mutinied  and  murder- 
ed lt.s  officers  when  they  sou.cht  to  ar- 
re«t  some  antl-forclgr.  asltators,  and 
the  mutineers  attacked  the  Chinese  town 
of  Khomokhe.  looting  many  shops,  and 
many  fugitives  crossed  the  Ruaalan 
boundary  for  protection.  The  mutineers 
have  been  jolnnd  by  a  number  of  brig- 
ands and  were  endeavoring  to  revirult 
from  other  Karrisonis  along  the  Amur 
bank     between      Blagovostchensk        and 

Algun. 

The  Empress  of  India  brought  news 
that  the  Peking  authorities  were  greatly 
perturbed  over  repol-ts  that  r«volutlon- 
IstB  from  Canton  had  proceeded  to  the 
Yangtzse   valley    and    to    Peking   to   or- 


ganize revolution  there,  and  because  of 
reports  that  volunteers  had  been  on- 
listed  to  attack  the  prince  regent  and 
other  princes  and  ministers  of  atato. 
Guards  have  been  placed  about'^the  iial- 
aces.  Th«  nrlnc«  regent  urges  that  con- 
stitutional government  be  eatabll.'jhed 
without  delay,  as  Uils  la  the  most  ef- 
fective way  to  stamp  out  revolutionary 
elements. 

News  was  brought  from  Mukden  by 
the  Empress  of  India  that  Dr.  Worster. 
a  German  delegate  to  the  International 
Plague  conference  In  Manchuria,  com- 
mitted Bulolde  by  taking  poison  on  April 
30,  hla  health  being  broken  down  by 
overstudy  In  connection  with  the  con- 
ference. 

Buspects  In.  Japan. 
Tokyo  newspapers  received  by  thfe 
TCrnpresa  of  India  state  that  the  Japa- 
nese police  department  has  been  notified 
from  America  that  three  suspects  want- 
ed for  co.:ipllclty  In  dynamiting  the  Los 
Angeles  Times  building,  and  other  build- 
ings are  known  to  be  In  .Tapan,  and  the 
Japanese  police  are  acked  to  search  for 
them  and  endeavor  to  effect  their  arrest. 
Tha  Japaxcae  government  ha"  notified 
pelagic  sealers  that  no  new  licenses  will 
be  granted,  and  Japanese  newspapern 
consider  thU  to  Indicate  that  Japan  will 
Join  with  America.  Canada  and  Russia 
in  agreeing  to  suspend  pelagic  sealing 
at  the  conference  now  being  held  at 
Washington. 

The  Kokumln  Shlmbun  publishes  a 
long  criticism  of  the  American  army  and 
navy  by  Junsel  Arima,  a  Japanese  re- 
siding In  the  United  States,  stating  that 
the  United  States  falls  far  behind  the 
rest  of  the  world  In  her  military  and 
naval  strength.  The  writer  says  that 
Americans  are  not  actuated  by  loyalty 
In  Joining  the  army  or  navy,  but  do  so 
merely  to  obtain  a  living. 

News  was  brought  by  the  Empress  of 
India  that  R.  Arundel,  the  missing  boiler 
tender  of  the  wrecked  steamer  Asia,  for 
whom  several  warships  and  other  ves- 
sels had  searched,  was  found  at  NIngpo, 
where  he  made  his  way  after  escaping 
from  a  pirate  Junk  on  which  he  had 
been  taken  prisoner.  He  had  some  stir- 
ring adventures.  The  Empress  of  India 
passed  within  a  mile  of  the  Asia  wreck, 
which  was  submerged  to  forward  of  the 
smokestack.

The  C.  P.  R.  will  make  a  great  Im- 
provement In  Its  wharfage  arrange- 
ments at  Seattle  beginning  on  July  Ist. 
The  company  will  move  Fler  A,  which 
has  been  used  for  some  years,  to  Pier  1 
of  the  Northern  Pacific  company, 
which  has  been  leased  for  a  lont;  pe- 
riod. This  wharf  Is  one  of  the  largest 
on  the  North  Pacific,  being  over  800 
feet  long  and  very  wide.  The  pier  Is 
being  greatly  Improved,  the  shed  being 
raised  and  modern  waiting  rooms,  of- 
fices, etc.,  put  In.  In  the  second  story 
of  the  new  pier  a  number  of  6tflcts 
are  being  put  In  on  either  side,  and  the 
new  pier  of  the  C.  P.  R.  at  .Seattle  will 
be  one  of  the  finest  steamship  landings 
on    the    North    Pacific.

Tho    Japan    Times    Says:     "The 
Department    of    Agriculture    and    Com- 
merce,  In  the  notice  recently  issued  to 
sealers    to    the    eflCect    that    no    new    li- 
cense  would  be   granted,    had    In   sight, 
thinks  the  Chugal  Shogyo.   the  probable 
result   of   the   scaling   conference   to   be 
held  shortly  at  Washington  between  the 
delegates  of  thts  four  countries.     Ameri- 
ca,  England,  Russia,   and     Japan,      and 
that    our   authorities    were   prepared    to 
subscribe  to  the  resolution  to  be  passed 
at    the    conference    -"or    restricting    the 
capture   of   seals.     Otherwise    the   Issue 
of  such  a  notice  and  In  such  an  abrupt 
way  Is  unaccountable.  It  says  and  then 
proceeds  to  review  the  progress  of  this 
Industry  In  Japan  since  the  putting  in- 
to effect  of  the  Pelagic  Fishery  Bounty 
law  In  1898.     At  tliat  time  the  vseaiing 
craft   under  license  were  a  mere  hand- 
ful,   but    today    they    number    over    40, 
with  the  capture  exceeding  lO,oOO  skins.

ed  advances  of  20  per  cent,  and  10  per 
cent,   respectively  last  month. 

Trainmen  and  yardmen  employed  on 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  com- 
pany west  of  Port  Arthur  have  receiv- 
ed advances. 

The  striking  Crow's  Nest  Pass  min- 
ers are  now  drawing  their  strllie  pay. 
The  men  received  $3  each  per  week,  the 
women   $2   and   each   chiirl   60c. 

Stonecutters  at  Calgary  have  had  their 
wages  raised  2%  centa  per  hour  to  65 
cents  per  hour,  and  electricians  In  the 
same  city,  5  cents  an  hour  to  50  cents 
an  hour. 

The  InTcstlgatlon  of  the  conciliation 
board  In  the  Crow's  Nest  district 
show  the  average  miner's  wage 
there  to  be  from  $3.43  to  $3.83  per 
day,  according  to  the  character  of  the 
working. 

The  long  threatened  International 
slrlko  uf  aallors  and  fliciTiGn,  .t  "as 
announced  recently,  has  been  fixed 
for  'May  25,  with  the  object  of  disfocat- 
Ing  traffic  during  the  coronation  of 
King  George. 

There  is  a  movement  on  foot  to  form 
a  provincial  federation  of  labor  In 
Ontario.  The  matter  will  likely  bo 
formally  dealt  with  at  the  labor  educa- 
tional association  convention  at 
Guelph  on  May  24. 

Ontario  members  of  Typographical 
union  are  discussing  the  advisability  of 
organizing  a  provincial  council  for  the 
better  conservation  and  protection  of 
their  craft. 

Ohio  enjoys  a  rather  unique  distinc- 
tion In  the  fact  that  two  of  Its  mlnero 
have  risen  to  great  prominence.  One 
Is  a  supreme  court  Jud«e  and  the  othe< 
attorney- general  for   the  state. 

iRevelstoke  Trades  and  Labor  council 
Is  endeavoring  to  make  it  possible  to 
send  two  delegates  to  the  Calgary  con- 
vention of  the  Trades  and  Labor  Con- 
gress of  Canada  In  September. 

The  Vancouver  situation,  80  far  as  the 
carpenters  are  Concerned,  remains 
quiet.  About  the  normal  number  of 
carpenters  are  unemployed,  while  the 
entire  membership,  with  few  excep- 
tions, are  working  at  the  new  scale  of 
$4.50  per  S-hour  day. 

Vancouver's  fire  department  has  de- 
cided to  surrender  their  charter  as  a 
trades'  union,  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
civic  authorities. 

Calgary  unionists  are  busy  prepar- 
ing for  the  reception  and  entertain- 
ment of  the  September  convention  of 
the  Trades  and  Labor  Congress  of 
Canada.  An  excursion  to  the  National 
park  at  Banff  Is  one  of  the  items  of  the 
programme. 

Fort  George  contractors  have  agrreed 
to  the  promulgated  scale  of  wages  for 
skilled  and  unskilled  labor  at  that 
point.  Carpenters  are  to  receive  $7 
for  a  9-hour  day,  helpers  $5,  and  gen- 
eral laborers  $4^50. 

Ninety-two  laborers  who  went  to 
Cranbrook  this  week  to  work  on  the 
Kootenay  Central  Railway  found  no 
work  at  Cranbrook.  They  had  been 
shipped  by  a  Spokane  employment 
agency.  Many  are  penniless.  Fifty 
have  started  to  walk  back  to  Spokane. 

French  agricultural  pursuits  account 
for  5,500,000  men  and  nearly  3,500,000 
women.  Nearly  4,750,000  men  and 
more  than  2,500,000  women  are%mploy- 
ed  In  trade,  and  1,300,000  men  and  not 
quite  300,000  women  in  the  liberal  pro- 
fessions and  public  services. 

There  are  now  afflillated  with  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  120  In- 
ternational unions,  thirty-nine  State 
Federations,  632  city  central  bodies,  481 
local  trades  unions,  and  216  federal 
labor  unions,  making  a  total  of  1,438 
organizations. 

At  Ottawa,  Ont,  departmental  heads 
and  assistants,  and  firemen  have  had 
their  salaries  Increased,  and  day  labor- 
ers had  their  wages  increaaed  from  20 
cents  to  22  cents  per  hour,  ward  fore- 
men being  advanced  from  $2.25  to  $2.50 
per  day. 

The  unorganized  girl  shirt  waist  and 
kimona  workers  of  Boston  average 
from  $3.50  to  $T  a  week,  while  the 
average  wages  of  the  girl  trade  union- 
ist following  the  same  calling  locally 
ranges  from  $8  to  $15  ,accordlng  to 
Harry  T>nihinl.iky,  .special  organiser  for 
the  Ladles'  Garment  Workers'  Union.

years  ago. 

Coal  operators  who  employ  boys  In 
their  mines  in  West  Virginia  under  the

An  archaeological  institute  was 
formed  In  Victoria  at  a  meeting  in  tlio 
city  hall  last  nlKlit,  when  Dr.  Judson 
I'Jalon,  the  eminent  classlclot  and  arch- 
aeologist, gave  an  address. 

The  local  branch  will  have  the  fol- 
lowing officers:  President,  Mr.  Wm.

Hart  and  Mrs.  Denovan.  Prior  to  tlie  for- 
mation of  the  new  Victoria  society  Dr.A. 
Judson  Eaton,   the  secretary   of  the  Ca- 

tiauitiii   'l/ia-iioli    fif    tn«   Ai't'.iti»«olOglOii.l    xji- 

stltute  of  America,  and  formerly  pro- 
fessor of  classics  In  McGUl  university, 
Montreal,  delivered  an  Interesting  and 
highly  Instructive  lecture  on  '"A  Roman 
Gentleman's  House  In  the  First  Cen- 
tury." The  subject  matter  of  tlie  lec- 
ture was  taken  largely  from^what  has 
been  learned  by  archaeologists  from  the 
ruins  of  the  city  of  Pompeii,  and  was 
illustrated  with  stereopticon  views.  Dr. 
Eaton  ftrst  sketched  In  brief  but  mas- 
terly manner  the  history  of  Pompeii  and 
of  Its  destruction  In  79  A.D.  A  beau- 
tiful view  of  Portipell  was  then  thrown 
on  the  screen  and  others  of  the  splen- 
did temples  and  other  buildings  of  this 
little  municipality  of  16,000  Inhablijants. 
JlUKstrations  of  the  exterior  and  Interior 
arrangements 'of  the  Roman  house  fol- 
lowed. Two  representative  houses  were 
chosen,  "the  house  of  the  tragic  poet" 
and  that  of  the  Vettle,  as  well  as  many 
of  the  beautiful  mcsalcs  and  wall  deco- 


lutlons.  revealing  the  wealth  of  orna- 
tiieniaiion  luvisiied  on  the  iioiiio«  of  Ihal 
time.  One  of  "the  most  Interesting  views 
was  that  of  the  peristyle  (inner  court) 
of    the   house   of   tlie   Vettli. 

Shortly  after  the  city's  destruction  the 

Iiillaged  most  of  th"  house  for  "ol>jet« 
de  vertu."  AVhtle  tlie  mum  part  of  tlie 
liouae  of  the  Veltll  had  been  ransacked 
unti  mutilated,  this  peristyle  had  t)een 
left  unharmed,  ajid  the  handsome  stuLu- 
ettes,  fountains  and  other  sculptures 
placed  there  by  its  owner  remain  in  ab- 
iiolute  preservation  today.  The  water 
pipes,  indeed,  were'so  well  preserved  that 
witli  but  a  little  repair  they  were  ready 
for  use. 

Art  In  Vodem  X.if. 

Dr.  Eaton  pleaded  for  more  attention 
to  art  In  modern  life,  especially  In  homo 
construction  and  decoration.  He  empha- 
sized the  great  educative  and  .noral 
value  of  virile  and  well-developed  aes- 
thetlclsm.  "These  arts,"  he  said,  "bo- 
long  to  the  assets  of  civilization  and 
exercise  an  Important  function — Indeed 
an  unique  Influence — In  redeeming  the 
nation  from  brutlshnesa.  They  are  In 
roaliiy  part  of  the  Kingdom  ol  liamwn. 
And  that  Is  what  ancient  art  can  do 
for  us  If  We  allow  ourselves  to  be  Influ- 
enced by  it.  That  too  if  I  understand  it 
aright  Is  ,the  aim  of  the  Institute  of 
which  this  society  Is  one  of  the  branches. 
The  real  object  of  the  Instnute  is  not 
merely  to  dig  up  burled  cities  and  to 
consider  Uie  condllloua  of  prehistoric 
hsTb^risni.  Hstiicr  b— vs  its  fouiids.t?on? 
been  laid  so  that  It  might  contribute  to 
the  higher  culture  oil  the  country.  Thus 
the  Interest  of  this  institute  is  h\iman- 
Izlng  as  well  as  aclentlflc.  It  treats  of 
the  field  of  art  as  well  as  of  archaeology. 
Its  members,  educated  men  and  women, 
have  alike  a  strong  sense  of  gratitude  to 
those  who  hav«  gone  before,  and  a 
strong  sense  of  duty  to  those  who  are 
to  come  after." 

A  hearty  vote,  of  thanks  was  accord- 
ed Dr.  Eaton  for  his  Instructive  and 
Inspiring  address,  and  a  resolution 
moved  by  the  Bev.  Leslie  Clay,  and  sec- 
onded by  the  acting  premier,  Hon.  Dr. 
H.   E.   Young.

In  every  city  of  any  consoquence  on  the 
continent  the  necessity  of  open  spaces 
and  public  play  grounds  Is  recognized 
and  prices  are  being  paid  for  such  thjn 
a  few  years  ajjo  would  have  been  con- 
sidered exceptionally  high.  With  the 
settlement  of  the  city  values  are  bound 
to  increase  and  this  fact  has  led  the 
city  council  to  advocate  the  acfiuisition 
of  the  necessary  properties  now.

The  School  bylaw  under  which  a 
much  needed  Increase  In  accommodation 
Is  contemplated  provides  for  the  fol- 
lowing expenditures:  81te  and  building 
In  James  Bay,  $6S,000;  site  and  build- 
ing. Burnslde  road,  $85,000;  site  and 
building,  Oaklands,  $20,000;  four  lots 
for  additional  grounds  at  the  Bank 
Street  school,  $'J,IJOO;  manual  training 
and  domestic  science  buildings  at  the 
George  Jay  and  Victoria  West  schools, 
$7,000;  furniture  for  new  schools,

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The  people  of  Vancouver  Island  and  British 
'Columbia  generally  are  very  largely  interestecl, 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  anything  that  pertains 
to  logging  or  timber.  Timber  is  one  of  the 
,£[reatest  assets  of  the  province,  and^  the  im- 
mense areas  of  timber  land,  immense  size  of 
the  individual  trees,  and  the  density  of  the 
stands  of  British  Columbia,  and  more  especial- 
ly of  Vancouver  Island,  have  attracted  the  at- 
tention of  lumbermen  the  world  over. 

When  it  is  considered  that  single  acres  of 
limber  on  Vancouver  island,  such  as  exists  in 
the  Jordan  River  district,  the  Alberni  district, 
or  the  region  north  of  Comox,  frequently  pro- 
duce as  much  timber  as  lOO  acres  in  the  East- 
ern provinces,  some  idea  of  the  density  of 
these  timber  stands  is  gained. 

The  pioneer  in  British  Columbia  has  seen 
the  old  method  of  hand-logging  superseded  by 
that  of  the  donkey  engines,  and  this  in  turn  is 
now  being  supplanted  by  Ihc  logging  railway 
and  the  overhead  skiddcr. 

On  Vancouver  Island  exists  the  largest  and 
most  up-to-date  logging  camp  in  British  Co- 
lumbia, and,  for  that  matter,  in  all  of  Canada. 
¥W»  i»  the  operation  of  the  Canadian  West- 


ern Lumber  Company,  owned  by  the  Macken- 
zi:e-Mann  interests.  They  have  constructed  a 
standard  gauge  railway  connecting  from  Co- 
mox, north,  to  the  valley  of  the  Campbell 
river.  This  railway  is  of  standard  construc- 
tion, so  that  at  any  time  it  can  be  used  for 
regular  passenger  and  freight  service,  ;  ftl^/ 
though  at  the  present  time  its  use  is  confined 
to  that  of  logging. 

The  belt  of  timber  which  this  railway  was 
built  primarily  to  tap,  contains  over  50,000 
acres  of  timber  land  of  the  original  Esquimalt 
&  Nanaimo  railway  grant.  It  is  one  of  the 
finest  bodies  of  timber  in  the  province,  and  is, 
furthermore,  unique  in  that  the  land  is  prac- 
tically flat;  it  being  possible  to  put  the  logging 
roads  anywhere  at  desire. 

The  iimber  cuts  over  70,000  feet  to  thf. 
acre,  and  the  trees  have  an  average  height  of 
over  200  feet.  The  trees  arc  felled  and  cut  up 
into  logs  with  saws.  They  are  then  picked  up 
bodily  and  conveyed  through  the  air  b}'  the 
cablcway  skidder.  By  this  method  a  large 
amount  of  labor  in  the  clearing  of  a  .<;ktd  road 
is  elipiinated,  and  the  logs  are  delivered  on  the 
cars  free  from  grit,  so  injurious  to  the  saws  in 
the  mills. 

This  cablcway  skidder  operates  by  having  a 
large  cable  suspended  in  the  air  between  two 


trees,  one  at  tht^  railroad  and  one  at  the  far- 
thest extent  of  the  area  it  is  desired  to  log.  The 
machines  the  Canadian  Western  Lumber  Com- 
pany have  in  operation  of  this  nature  have  a 
daily  capacity  each  of  100,000  feet  of  logs. 

The  logs  are  placed  upon  flat  cars,  which 
are  then  hauled  to  the  salt  v.ater  by  the  loco- 
motives. This  company  has  three  of  these  lo- 
comotives, one  newly  purchasccS  being  the 
largest  locomotive  now  on  Vancouver  Island. 
So  powerful  is  this  locomotive,  and  so  well 
built  the  logging  road,  that  it  will  handle  over 
40  loaded  cars  in  the  train. 

When  the  logs  arrive  at  salt  water,  they  arc 
unloaded,  also  by  machinery,  a  special  device 
being  installed  for  this  work,  which  imloads  an 
entire  car  at  one  time.  The  logs  are  then 
made  up  into  huge  rafts  and  towed  to  the  mill, 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Fraser  river,  by  powerful 
tugs.  This  logging  camp  will  shortly  have  a 
capacity  of  500.000  feet  per  day. 

It  will  be  .seen  in  following  out  this  oper- 
ation, that  the  only  part  01  the  entire  pro- 
ceedure  requiring  manual  labor  direct,  is  in 
the  felling  and  bucking  up  of  the  tree  into 
logs.  It  is  said,  in  the  future,  that  even  this 
is  to  be  done  by  power,  so  that  the  entire 
woods  operation  will  bctome  one  of  brains  and 
machinery,  instead  of  brawtt,  as  in  the  past.  ,. 
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The  last  novel  of  the  distinguished  Italian 
novelist,  Antonio  Fogazzaro,  appeared  in  Eng- 
lish on  the  day  he  died.    It  is  called  "Leila." 

■'A  novel  which  appears  in  English  and  in 
the  pages  of  the  Revue  des  Deux  INIondes  al- 
most simultaneously  with  its  publication  in 
Italy,  is  born  to  a  European  circulation,"  says 
the  English  Review.  "The  good  fortune,  as 
far  a.'-;  'Leila'  i§  concerned,  seems  less  the  result 
of  individual  merit  than  of  the  rather  singular 
position  occupied  by  the  author.  The  English 
public,  which  knows  next  to  nothing  of  Italian 
literature,  had  ignored  the  very  existence  of  the 
distinguished  senator  and  romantic  novelist, 
until  suddenly,  in -the  pages  of  'II  Santn,'  Fo- 
gazzaro made  himself  the  exponent  of  the 
philosophic  tendencies  known  as  Modernism, 
and  earned  for  his  novel  the  unfailing  reclame 
of  being  placed  upon  the  Index. 

"At  once  the  English  public,  which  infin- 
itely prefers  religious  controversy  tp  art,  grew 
enthusiastic  over  a  book  which  had  obtained  in 
Italy  much  the  same  nulOncty  as  'ivOucrt  ^i.>- 
mere'  once  enjoyed  among  ourselves.  Hence 
the  speculative  interest  displayed  by  publish- 
ers in  'Leila,'  a  novel  to  which  the  death  of  the 
author,  widely  lamented  throughout  Italy,  has 
added  a  note  of  pathos. 

"The  absorbing  question  as  regards  this 
much-advertised  work  was  whether  Fagazzaro 
would  emphasize  his  Modernist  position  or 
withdraw  from  it.  He  has  withdrawn,  quite 
unmistakably,  and  his  erstwhile  admirers  arc 
full  of  chagrin.  ^ 

"The  real  theme,"  adds  the  English  Re- 
view, "deals  with  the  romantic  passion  of 
Massimo  Alberti  for  the  heroine  Leila.  Fogaz- 
zaro in  all  his  romances  has  shown  singular 
skill  in  the  delineation  of  his  girl  heroines :  it 
is  a  rare  quality  among  novelists  of  Latin  race. 
In  Leila  he  has  attempted  to  present  so  compli- 
cated a  personality  that,  in  spite  of  his  keen- 
ness, she  seems  at  times  to  evade  him.  Though 
endowed  with  artistic  gifts  and  an  exaggerated 
idealism.  Leila  comes  of  sordid  parentage,  and 
is  adopted  by  the  venerable  Marcello  Trento, 
a  -fine" old  man  who  personifies  many  of  the 
author's  favorite  moral  conceptions,  in  mem- 
ory of  his  dead  son  Andrea,  to  whom  she  had 
been  affianced.  Andrea's  bosom  friend,  I\Ias- 
simo  Alberti,  meets' her  at  her  adopted  father's 
villa,  and  falls  instantaneously  in  love.  Leila, 
from  a  variety  of  motives,  but  mostly  from  her 
own  pride  and  waywardness,  treats  him  with 
positive  rudeness.  In  the  end  love  triumphs, 
and  Leila,  suddenly  vanquished,  literally  pur- 
sues her  lover  to  his  mountain  retreat." 

We  are  first  introduced  to  Massimo  when 
he  came  from  Milan. 

"It  was  an  immense  relief  to  have  escaped 
from  Milan  for  a  few  weeks,  to  have  left  be 


eveii'tnore  painfully  alive  to  the  voices  of  the 
world  from  which  I  have  fled,'.' 

When    Leila    surrendered    her    heart,    she 
wrote  to  Massimo: 

"I  ask  you  to  give  me  a  God  whom  I  can 
worship  in  the  forests  of  Dasio,  in  the  gorge 
where  the  waterfall  murmurs,  upon  the  hike, 
and  in  the  bridal  chamber;  a  God  who  shall 
not  force  official  mediators  upon  me;  a  God 
who  shall  ask  mc  for  love  only,  and  forbid  me 
only  to  hate ;  a  God  who  will  not  torment  my 
intelligence  with  uncomprehensible  dogmas, 
nor  annoy  me  with  tedious  practices,  nor  ex- 
pect to  delight  me  with  a  paradise  and  terrify 
me  with  hell."  .  .'     -    -t 

And  in  reply  he  vprotc,  "My  love  lor  Letia 
now  fills  and  stirs  my  soul  like  an  eternal  mel- 
ocfy.     Dearest,  we  will  seek  a  faith  together.

I  cannot  feel  the 
quiet  of  all  things  because  there  is  no  peace 
within  my  soul,  but  only  a  weary  round  of  im- 
pulses continuously  coming  and  going.    Even 
when  they  cease  I  am  not  at  rest,  but  rather 
faint  with  a  mortal  exhaustion.    From  a  mortal 
exhaustion  I  pft88  to  a  state  of  bitttr  irritation 
and  from  a  bitternciMi  to  paralyimg  terrors.

"I  have  often  wondered,"  he  replied,  "why 
it  would  not  be  possible  for  the  birdman  to 
carry^  a  parachute,  which,  in  case  of  accident, 
should  be  made  to  spread  out  by  the  use  of 
explosives. 

"My  idea  is  to  have  a  wire  connecting  but- 
ton near  the  aviator's  seat,  and  the  explosive 
under  the  parachute.  Then  when  the  unex- 
pected happened,  and  the  flyer  felt  that  his 
machine  was  about  to  drop,  all  that  he  would 
have  to  do  would  be  to  push  the  button,  an 
electric  spark  would  set  off  the  explosive,  and 
its  force  would  spread  the  parachute." 

"Could  storage  batteries  be  used  »s  the 
motive  force  for  such  an  airship?" 

"No,  they  could  not,"  Edison  answered, 
without  hesitation.  "Storage  batteries  to  pro- 
duce sufficient  power  for  such  a  vessel  would 
be  entirely  too  heavy  for  the  machine.  The 
force  would  have  to  come  from  a  prime  motor 
of  proper  construction  and  reliability. 

"If  we  only  could  harness  the  powers  of 
radium  we  would  have  an  ideal  motive  force 
for  the  vessels  of  the  air.  Just  think — there 
is  enough  power  in  one  handful  of  radium 
to  drive^  the  Maurctania  from  New  York  to 
Liverpool,  and  you  can  well  imagine  what 
such  power  with  almost  no  weight  could  do 
for  flying  machines.  Some  day  we  may  get 
it.  At  any  moment  some  chemist  may  hit 
upon  a  cheap  way  to  extract  radium  from  its 
base."

When  the  meal  was  over,  and  the 
guests  arose,  Sullivan  was  in  despair.  No 
matter  how  hard  he  scrimmaged,  he  could  not 
get  hold  of  his  shoes ;  what  on  earth  should  he 
do?  There  was  no  help  for  it;  he  must  get 
down  on  his  knees  and  search  for  them.  At 
this  point  the  Duchess,  thinking  the  joke  had 
gone  far  enough,  laughingly  restored  the 
shoes;. but  I  believe  Sullivan,  though  no  long- 
er shoeless,  remaiiTed  for  some  time  at  least

You  live  in  Putney,  and 
you  have  a  dear  friend  in  Hornsey;  you  will 
never  meet  him  in  his  own  house,  nor  he  in 
yours,  unless  you  or  he- give  the  whole  day  to 
the  enterprise  or  engage  a  motor-car;  and 
even  then     ....      1 

"Social  life  in  London  is  impracticable 
without  the  full  and  absolute  control  of  an 
automobile.  I  have  never  had  this  control ;  I 
never  expect  to  have  it.  Fantastic  and  senti- 
mental novelists  own  automobiles— some  of 
them.  But  no  uncompromisingly  realistic  nov- 
elist in  all  England  owns  an  automobile.  This 
is  a  fact.  ...  In  Paris  you  may  have  to 
climb  many  stairs,  or  take  grave  risks  in  un- 
trustworthy elevators;  but  you  can  sec  even 
your  most  distant  friends  without  fatigue. 

"Nevertheless,  such  a  purely  physical  af- 
fair as  the  transport  of  gross  matter  from  one 
spot  to  another  would  not,  and  does  not,  seri- 
ously influence  my  choice  of  an  abiding  city; 
wonders  can  be  accomplished  with  a  pair  of 
waterproof  boots.  But  London  has  a  more 
serious  drawback.  You  cannot  talk  in  Lon- 
don; I  mean  that  you  cannot  talk  freely  and 
honestly.  It  is  not' allowed.  You  can  do  sim- 
ply anything,  provided  that  you  don'),  let  it 
be  talked  about.  In  Paris  there  are  sundry 
things  that  you  cannot  do  if  you  wish  to  re- 
tain the  countenance  of  society;  but  there  is 
nothing  that  you  cannot  disctuss.  Everybody 
who  has  lived'long  abroad  is  poignantly  aware, 
upon  returning  to  London,  that  London  is  the 
town  of  hypocrisy  and  cant.  But  London  has, 
for  me,  a  still  more  serious  drawback.  I  am  an 
artist,  and  London  is  not  interested  in  art. 
Paris  is.  Only  last  night  there  .was  a  shindy 
in  a  Paris  theatre  betwt|:n  opposing  schools  of 
writers  as  to  the  merits  of  a  play  in  verse.  No 
such  admirable  phenomenon  could  occur  in 
London.  There  are  110  schools,  even  in  those 
secrions  of  London  society  which  dally  with 
the  arts.  There  are  artists,  but  each  is  alone. 
There  is  no  organized  artistic  .society  in  Lon- 
don that  is  worth  talking  about. 

"The  only  very  interesting  society  in  Lon- 
don is  that  which  concerns  itself  with  .social 
reform.  In  such  circles  you  will  find  genuine 
vivacity,  genuine  passion,  genuine  feuds,  and 
the  nearest  approach  to  first-class  conversation 
th;it  England  can  show. 

••The  grand  feuds  of  this  .society  have  their 
root-^  in  the  national  life.  In  a  London  draw- 
ing-room you  may  meet  twenty  people,  all  ot 
whom  can  and  do  talk  very  intelligently  and 
veiy  eagerly  on  actual  social  questions.  You 
will  never  meet  twenty  people,  or  ten  together,

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VANISHED  CIVILIZATIONS 


Lake  Titicaca  lies  on  the  Ijordcrs  of  I'eru 
and  Bolivia  at  an  altitude  of  upwards  of  12.000 
feet.  It  ha.s  an  area  of  about  4.000  scjuare 
miles,  but  was  formerly  larger.  It  is  decreasinj; 
steadily  in  size.  A  lake  of  such  a  size  at  such 
an  elevation  is  rather  a  notable  thing,  but  the 
chief  interest  in  it  is  due  to  the  ancient  ruins 
on  an  island  and  of  yet  greater  ruins  on  the 
shore.  In  and  around  these  ruins  many  exca- 
vations have  been  made  with  the  result  that 
numerous  articles  have  been  brought  to  light 
indicating  a  high  degree  of  skill  on  the  part 
of  those  who  made  them.  They  are  of  gold, 
silver  or  copper,  and  there  is  evidence  that  the 
l>eople  who  manufactured  them  had  discovered 
the  uses  of  tin  and  of  quicksilver.  While  no 
instruments  of  iron  have  yet  been  discovered, 
the  fact  that  a  woid  for  iion  has  come  down 
in  the  Peruvian  dialects  from  a  very  ancient 
time,  as  well  as  the  nature  of  some  of  the 
work  in  stone,  seem  to  establish  that  the  use 
of  this  metal  was  common. 

Some  confusion  exists  in  tljc  minds  of 
many  people  concerning  early  Peruvian,  his- 
tory. Most  of  us  have  heard  of  the  Incas  and 
the  remarkable  empire  over  which  they  ruled 
before  the  Spaniards  came.  This  was  a  very 
notable  nation.  Its  lerritcjries  embraced  near- 
ly all  the  west  coast  of  South  America  and 
extended  indefinitely  into  the  interior.  Its 
people  were  peaceful  and  they  had  utilized  the 
country  in  ways  which  their  white  .successors 
have  never  rivalled.  The  mountain  sides 
were  terraced  and  irrigated,  so  that  vegetation 
varying  in  character  from  the  products  of  the 
tropics  to  those  of  the  temperate  zones  were 
produced  in  abundance.  Across  the  mountains 
remarkable  roads  were  built,  and  many  great 
buildings  testify  to  their  achievements  in  ar- 
chitecture. It  is  popularly  supp(xsed  that  to 
the  Incas  is  to  be  attributed  the  origin  of  the 
ancient  civilization  of  Peru  ;  but  this  is  an  er- 
ror. There  is  not  much  doubt  about  the  dura- 
tion of  the  rule  of  the  Incas.  It  probably  did 
not  extend  back  much  further  that  the  date 
of  the  Norman  conquest  of  England  and  the 
early  Spanish  invaders  of  the  country  have 
preserved  abundant  evidence  that  the  Incas 
did  not  profess  themselves  to  know  the  or- 
igin of  the  buildings  around  Lake  Titicaca  and 
elsewhere  or  of  the  vessels  of  gold,  silver  and 
other  metals  or  the  pottery  found  in  gravel 
banks.  The  civilization  of  the  Incas  appears 
to  have  succeeded  a  period  of  barbarism  of  un- 
known duration,  and  beyond  that  period  there 
seems  to  have  been  an  era  of  quite  a  difterent 
civilization.  \\'hile  it  is  recognized  that  there 
is  much  to  be  learned  about  the  Incas.  all 
authorities  agree  that  the  relics  above  referred 
to  tell  of  a  past  so  ancient  that  not  even  a  tra 
dition   has  been   preserved  concerning   it. 

The  character  of  this  ancient  workman- 
ship indicates  a  high  degree  of  skill.  The 
buildings  are  made  of  stone,  which  has  been 
carefully  quarried  and  the  architecture  is  of  a 
type  peculiar  to  the  country.  For  instance, 
the  doorways  are  all  made  wider  at  the  base 
than  at  the  top.  The  use  of  lime  or  cement 
■was  not  universal,  some  of  the  buildings  being 
of  blocks  of  stone  so  accurately  cut  and  laid 
that  although  they  were  simply  placed  upon 
one  upon  the  other,  they  have  stood  firmly  for 
uncounted  centuries.  This  style  of  building 
may  represent  a  yet  older  civilization  than  to 
Avhich  the  cemented  structures  are  due. 
Speaking  of  these  great  stone  edifices  the 
"writer  of  the  article  on  Peru  in  the  En- 
cyclopaedia Britannica  says  their  character 
suggests  that  they  were  undertaken  by  a  pow- 
erful monarch  with  unlimited  labor  at  his 
command,  which  he  desired  to  keep  employed 
for  political  reasons,  probably  because  the 
people  were  a  subject  race.  Indeed  when  we 
seek  to  explain  the  existence  in  Peru  and  else- 
where in  South  America  of  these  ancient 
.works  of  huma^  hands  we  are  confronted  with 
B  field  wherein  our  imagination  may  take  the 
wildest  range  without  getting  beyond  the 
realm  of  possibility,  or  for  that  matter  of  even 
exceeding  the  limit  of  the  very  probable. 

There  seems  to  be  no  escape  from  the  con- 
clusion that  a  priod  of  very  high  civilization 
existed  in  South  America  at  a  period  far 
beyond  the  range  of  history  and  even  of  tra- 
dition. It  is  hard  to  realize  that  probably  cen- 
turies before  the  ancestors  of  the  modern 
civilized  nations  emerged  from  barbarism, 
people  existed  who  had  made  great  progress 
in  art  and  science,  and  who  after  enjoying  a 
term  of  prosperity  perhaps  centuries  long  have 
vanished  so  completely  that  no  one  can  hope 
to  show  that  even  their  remotest  descendents 
survive.  We  go  to  one  of  our  great  cities 
and  look  upon  the  wonderful  Creations  of  mod- 
ern skill  as  exhibited  in  edifices,  in  railways, 
aqueducts  and  the  like.  It  seems  hardly  pos- 
sible that  one  day  these  things  may  perish  and 
that  men  from  other  lands  should  ever  wan- 
der among  the  few  remains  of  them  and  won- 
der what  manner  of  people  we  were  to  whom 
they  uwcil  their  origin.  It  seems  impossible 
that  our  civilization  can  ever  vanish,  that  the 
names  of  our  nations  can  ever  4i^t  ttwt  tll« 
fame  of  these  wonderful  years  shall  bcconie 
first  a  traditit)n,  then  a  myth  and  then  disappear 
utterly.  P.iit  the  ancient  monurttieiit  ol  Peru 
show  that  this  is  quite  within  the  range  of 
possibility.  Vast  structures  of  stone  imply 
the  availability  of  abundant  labor,  appli- 
ances for  handling  material.'^,  architectural 
skill  in  building  and  settled  social  condi- 
tions. Vessels  made  of  variou.-,  metals,  some 
of  them  such  as  called  for  a  knowledge  of  the 
emelting  of  ores,  imply  both  art  and  science. 


Uniformity  of  character  in  buildings  and 
moveable  articles  implies  long  established  cus- 
tom. A  huge  structure  of  great  stones  built 
acctjrding  to  well  established  architectural 
plans  and  containing  skilfully  wrought  ves- 
sels of  gold  implies  a  high  and  ancient  civili- 
zation, different  perhaps  in  character  from 
that  of  our  day,  but  nevertheless  in  some 
resi)ects  not  inferior  to  it. 

Now  reflect  that  when  some  four  centuries 
ago  there  went  to  Peru  an  invading  force 
which  found  the  country  in  possession  of  a 
people-in  some  respects  cultured  and  undoubt- 
edly the  descendants  of  a  race  of  invaders  who 
had  taken  pos.scssion  of  the  land  aboul  live 
centuries  before.  Reflect  uiwn  the  fact  that 
these  cultured  people  themselves  did  not 
claim  to  be  aboriginal,  but  admitted  that  be- 
fore they  came  the  country  had  for  an  indefi- 
nite period  been  the  scene  of  barbarism.  Then 
reHect  that  before  that  periori  of  barbarism  a 
people  had  occupied  the  land  who  utulerstood 
the  mining  and  working  of  metals,  the  t|uarr^- 
ing  of  stone,  the  transjjortation  of  vast  blocks 
for  great  distances,  the  erection  of  mammoth 
buildings,  the  art  of  road-making  and  all  the 
other  avocations  associated  with  these  things, 
a  people  who  had  developed  an  efficient  sys- 
tem of  government,  in  short  who  represented 
in  themselves  many  centuries  of  i)rogress. 
V\hen  you  have  thought  of  these  things  and 
then  realized  that  the  memory  of  the  latter  is 
absolutely  lost,  you  will  l)egin  to  realize  how 
very  little  we  know  of  the  past  history  of  the 
human  race  and  with  how  little  certainty  wo 
can   forecast  its  future.

THE  EVOLUTION  OF  KINGSHIP 

People  from  all  corners  of  the  earth  are 
gathering  in  London  to  participate  in  or  to 
witness  the  coronation  of  the  King.  It  is  not 
derogatory  to  His  Majesty  to  say  that  person- 
ally he  has  done  nothing  to  entitle  him  to 
such  honor.  He  himself  would  be  as  ready  as 
the  most  extreme  republican  to  admit  this. 
Indeed  no  man  coidd  possibly  deserve  such 
honor,  no  matter  what  his  ability  or  achieve- 
ments might  be.  Many  other  kings,  as  well 
as  sovereigns  holding  what  are  thought  to  be 
higher  titles  have  been  crowned,  but  never  in 
history  has  any  one  been  invested  with  the 
insignia  of  kingship  with  such  splendor  and 
popular  demonstration  as  will  attend  the 
coming  Coronation.  What  does  it  mean? 
How  did  this  very  remarkable  thing  happen 
to  become  possible?"  The  llritisli  peojile  are 
the  most  democratic  in  the  world;  yet  next 
month  will  witness  what  may  almost  be  called 
the  apotheosis  of  kingship  at  the  hands  of  this 
democratic  nation. 

Kingship  as  represented  in  the  jicrson  ot 
George  V.  is  the  result  of  a  large  process  of 
evolution.  Undoubtedly  the  long  and  auspic- 
ious reign  of  Queen  Victoria  surrounded  the 
throne  with  and  its  occupant  with  an  indefin- 
able dignity  to  which  the  i)er.sonality  of  the 
sovereign,  the  greatness  of  the  nation^  and  the 
underlying  spirit  of  British  institutions  con- 
tributed their  respective  shares.  Doubtless 
also  the  qualities  exhibited  by  Edward  VII.  in 
his  all  too  brief  reign  accentuated  the  esteem 
itt  which  the  monarchy  is  held  by  the  people. 
Unquestionably  the  present  king  displays 
characteristics  which  seem  to  show  that  the 
royal  office  will  lose  nothing  in  prestige  or  in 
popular  estimation  while  he  continues  to  fill 
it.  But  these  considerations  do  not  touch  the 
foundation  of  the  matter.  They  do  not  afford 
an  answer  to  the.  question  :  What  does  British 
kingship  represent? 

Perhaps  if  we  briefly  trace  the  development 
of  the  kingly  office  we  may  be  able  to  discover 
an  explanation  of  what  seems  on  its  face  like 
an  anachronism  and  to  be  inconsistent  with 
British  idea  of  freedom  and  equality.  We  are 
not  concerned  with  kingship  as  it  has  been  de- 
veloped in  other  countries.  Most  of  the  other 
royal  institutions  are  modern  in  comparison 
with  ours.  ^  They  represent  the  result  of  the 
personal  triumph  of  some  individual  who  in 
comparatively  recent  years  was  able  to  gather 
into  his  own  hands  power  over  his  neighbors. 
A  robber  chieftain  came  down  out  of  the 
mountains,  laid  waste  the  lowlands,  called 
himself  by  some  lofty  title,  was  strong  enough 
to  secure  recognition  of  it  from  neighboring 
potentates,  became  a  duke,  which  means  a 
leader,  and  gradually  grew  strong  enough  to 
call  himself  a  king  and  even  an  emperor.  Such 
is  the  origin  of  most  European  royalties.  But 
with  the  British  kingship  it  is  different.  If 
we  would  seek  for  its  origin  we  cannot  hope 
to  find  it,  for  it  is  lost  far  back  in  the  mists 
of  prehistoric  days.  We  know  that  among 
our  Teutonic  ancestors  there  were  kings,  and 
that  they  were  chosen  by  the  people;  but  we 
do  not  know  when  this  office  was  first  estab- 
lished. That  it  existed  during  the  whole  per- 
iod of  Roman  imperialism  is  be^'ond  question, 
and  it  must  have  existed  long  before  the 
Ca.esars.  Our  ancestors  did  not  acknowledge 
any  man  as  their  lord;  they  chose  a  leader, 
who  derived  his  authority  from  the  popular 
voice,  Cu.stom  seems  for  cl^tiBfifisto  have  con- 
fined the  popular  choice  to  a  certain  family,  so 
that  while  the  practice  of  election  and  the 
recognition  of  hereditary  right  existed  side  by 
side,  it  was  the  former  and  not  the  latter  that 
gave  sanction  to  royal  authority.  The  funda- 
mental idea  of  kingship  as  it  is  found  in  the 
race  from  which  we  are  sprung,  is  that  the 
people  select  one  of  their  number  to  represent 
them  all.  In  later  times  the  popular  choice  be- 
came limited  in  its  exercise  to  a  portion  only 
of   the  community;  but  the   essential  feature 


of  the  royal  office  was  that  its  incumbent  was 
only  "primus  inter  pares."  that  is  the  first 
among  equals.  If  the  King  is  more  than  this 
today  the  added  lustre  of  the  office  is  due  to 
the  democracy  and  not  to  the  nobility,  which 
for  centuries  refused  to  concede  that  the  King 
was  anything  more  than  one  of  themselves, 
who  for  expediency  was  conceded  a  position 
of  supremacy. 

When  William  the  Conqueror  took  the 
English  crown  he  deemeil  it  wise  to  recognize 
the  Saxon  principle  of  election,  and  it  was  not 
long  before  the  Norman  kings  found  it  advis- 
able to  recognize  also  the  Saxon  idea  of  a 
reigning  family,  and  by  intermarriage  s\ith  a 
daughter  of  this  ancient  house  to  unite  its 
blood  with  its  own.  The  Xorman  and  Angevin 
kings  did  not,  however,  concede  the  represen- 
tative character  of  the  monarchy.  They  were 
imbued  with  the  Continental  idea  of  the 
kingly  office,  namely,  that  it  was  purely  per- 
.sonal,  instead  of  being  as  it  was  held  to  be  in 
."^axon  days,  a  trusteeshi|>  for  the  people.  As 
the  years  passed  the  limited  character  of  the 
office  began  to  be  better  rect)gnized.  and  in 
the  time  of  Edward  I.  it  had  come  to  be  ad- 
mitted that,  whatever  might  be  the  rights  of 
the  .sovereign  personally,  he  held  his  powers 
in  trust  for  the  nation  at  large.  The  wars  with 
France  and  the  War  of  the  Roses  interrupted 
the  development  of  the  kingshii),  or  to  speak 
more  correctly,  delayed  its  re.-toration  to  its 
ancient  significance.  With  the  Tudors  there 
came  in  a  reaction  towards  autocracy,  but  it 
became  weakened  during  the  reign  of  Eliza- 
beth, who  though  autocratic  in  her  personal 
views,  dceined  it  wise  to  subordinate  her 
wishes  to  tho.se  of  the  great  minds  bv  whom 
she  was  surrounded.  The  Stuarts  brought 
with  them  from  Scotland  views  of  monarchy 
that  were  more  in  keci)ing  with  the  Continental 
idea  than  with  that  which  existed  in  England, 
and  the  endeavor  to  force  them  upon  the  peo- 
jde  cost  Charles  I.  his  crown  and  his  head. 
From  that  day  to  the  present  the  trend  of 
kingship  has  been  towards  the  Saxon  euncep- 
tion  of  it.  There  have  been  occasional  slight 
reactions.  James  11.  attempted  to  restore  the 
Continental  idea  which  his  Stuart  ancestry 
entertained,  only  to  have  it  cost  him  ami  his 
descendants  forever  all  right  to  the  crown. 

And  so  it  has  come  about  through  the 
evolution  of  a  thousand  years  that  the  kingly 
office  has  been  restored  to  what  it  formerly 
was.  The  ancient  idea  of  equalitv  has  been 
restored;  the  king  is  once  more  i/rinius  inter 
pares;  the  office  i\  once  more  a  trustccshi])  • 
the  Crown  is  the  .symbol  of  the  nation.  Wc 
have  not  an  autoctkcy.  not  even  a  monarchy  in 
tl)c  old  .sen.se  of  the  terms  ;  but  what  Tennyson 
called  a  crowned  democracy.  If  the  splendor 
of  the  office  has  been  magnified,  it  is  because 
what  It  stands  for  has  grown  in  splendor  with 
the  years. 

For  what,  then,  does  British  kingship 
stand."  It  stands  for  the  might  of  the  British 
people,  which  is  not  the  mightiness  of  armed 
force  nor  even  of  vast  territorial  extent,  nor 
IS  It  due  to  the  fact  and  the  person  in  whom 
It  IS  vested  IS  chief  among  almost  uncounted 
millions  of  people;  but  it  is  the  might  that  has 
Its  origin  in  freedom.  British  kingship  is  the 
personification  of  British  freedom 


THE  OBJECT  OF  PHILOSOPHY 

Immanuel  Kant  defined  the  object  of  philo- 
sophy to  be  to  a.scertain:  "What 'can  I  know? 
What  ought  I  to  do?  What  may  I  hope?  Very 
few  of  us  have  time  to  read  the  works  of  this 
great  philosopher,  and  not  manv  of  us  are 
capable  of  catching  his  meaning  \t  all  times. 
To  appreciate  a  fundamental  philosophical  an- 
alysis a  mind  trained  in  metaphysical  distinc- 
tions us  essential.  But  every  one  can  appreci- 
ate the  above  statement  of  the  object  of  philo- 
.sophy,  and  each  of  us  can,  within  our  personal 
limitations,  attain  it.  Do  not  make  the  very 
common  mistake  of  supposing  that  philosophy 
is  .something  very  abstruse,  difficult  of  com- 
prehension and  only  of  theoretical  value.  Pro- 
fessor F'errier  defines  philosophy  as  "reasoned 
truth,"  that  is  a  thing  that  has  been  estab- 
lished philosophically  must  be  established  by 
reason.  In  a  narrow  view  of  the  term  this 
would  exclude  what  can  be  established  by 
reason  plus  experiment  on  the  one  hand  and 
by  reason  plus  faith  on  the  other:  that  is,  it 
would  exclude  what  we  now  call  science  and 
religion,  and  this  indeed  is  the  idea  held  by 
most  modern  so-called  philosophers.  But  it 
is  n6t  in  this  light  that  it  will  be  regarded  in 
this  article,  but'  rather  in  the  ancient  aspect 
that  Pythagoras,  the  founder  of  the  philosophi- 
cal school,  regarded  it.  namely,  as  the  whole 
realm  of  human  knowledge.  And  it  seems 
as  if  this  must  be  the  view  to  take  of  it,  if  we 
vvould  seek  in  any  useful  measure  to  answer 
Kant's   questions. 

What  can  I  know?  If  we  ponder  this  ques- 
tion a  little,  we  will  be  surprised  to  find  out 
hbw  very  little  We  actually  do  know,  and  with- 
in what  narrow  limits  our  knowledge  must 
necessarily  be  confined.  We  cannot  hope  to 
know  the  origin  and  filnda'mcntal  nature  of 
matter;  the  origin  and  fundamental  nature  of 
force;  the  origin  and  fundamental  nature  of 
reason.  Experiment  and  observation  alone 
cannot  teach  us  these  things.  Reason  may  .sug- 
gest explanations  of  them,  but  it  leaves  us  un- 
certain. It  may  lead  up  to  what  seems  an  ab- 
solutely necessary  inference,  but  we  must  bear 
in  mind  that  in  the  argument  from  the  known 
to  the  unknown  we  are  restricted  to  things 
which  are  alike  in  their  nature.  We  cannot,  for 
example,  argue  from  what  is  known  in  music 
to  what  i?  unknown  in  electricity.     Wc  may, 


from  what  we  know  about  the  motions  of  the 
visible  planets,  assume  the  existence  of  an  in- 
visible planet,  because  the  same  laws  apply  to 
the  known  and  the  unknown;  but  when  we  at- 
tempt to  infer  from  the  existence  of  visible  and 
invisible  planets  the  origin  of  that  out  of  which 
planets  are  formed,  we  are  foredoomed  to  fail- 
ure, because  we  are  then  entering  into  a  new 
domain,  where  our  reasoning  powers  have 
nothing  to  guide  them.  We  are  as  mariners 
upon  an  unknown  sea,  without  a  compass  and 
without  the  stars.  Hence  we  must  remain  ig- 
norant of  the  profoundest  and  the  fundamental 
entities  of  creation,  namely  the  Cause  and  the 
ultimate  nature  of  the  visible  universe.  We 
do  not  help  the  case  any  by  saying  that  the 
Cause  was  God,  for  this  is  only  to  give  it  a 
name,  not  to  explain  it.  Ciod  i.s  and  must  for- 
ever remain  unexplainable.  The  writer  of  the 
Book  of  Job  realized  this  when  he  asked: 
"Canst  thou  by  searching  find  out  God?" 

But  on  this  side  of  this  imj)assable  jimit  to 
human  investigation,  there  is  a  field  of  useful 
research  so  wide  as  to  be  practically  illimitable, 
and  it  is  to  this  field  that  the  question  of  Kant 
applies.  To  seek  tf)  know  what  is  knowable  is 
philosophy.  To  give  these  observations  a  prac- 
tical turn,  the  question.  "What  can  I  know?" 
is  one  that  ought  to  have  a  place  in  our  every- 
day life  and  in  every  sphere  of  human  activity. 
If  we  undertake  anything,  our  effort  ought  to 
be  to  ascertain  what  we  can  know  about  it, 
and  this  is  as  true  of  growing  flowers,  or  cook- 
ing a  dinner  as  it  i.s  of  applied  electricity.  A 
feature  of  modern  civilization  is  specialization. 
We  educate  ourselves  within  narrow  limits.  In 
the  mechanical  arts  men  specialize  in  certain* 
things.  Take  the  printing  trade  as  an  example. 
Time  was  when  a  printer  was  expected  to 
know  something  about  every  department  of 
that  trade,  but  this  is  passing  away.  With  the 
introduction  oi  the  linotype,  greater  results 
ha\T  been  made  possible  by  the  same  expendi- 
ture of  labor,  but  the  time  is  near  wdien  a  man 
may  be  a  perfect  machine  operator,  and  yet  be 
unable  to  "set"  an  advertisement  by  hand. 
Every  trade  is  being  specialized.  Men  grow 
up  accustomed  to  do  just  one  thing,  and  that 
is  very  often  something  that  would  be  abso- 
lutely valueless  of  itself.  They  become  -so 
many  cogs  in  a  great  machine.  Hence  it  seems 
as  if  there  never  was  a  time  when  the.  cjue.stion. 
"What  can  I  know?"  was  of  more  practical 
value  t<j  the  everyday  life  of  ordinary  men  and 
women.  In  other  words,  the  fundamental  ques- 
tion of  philosophy  might  well  be  adopted  as  the 

rule  of  ordinary  life.

PERICLES  AND  ASPASIA 


"So  that  now."  writes  Plutarch,  "all  schism 
and  division  being  at  an  end,  and  the  city 
brought  to  evenness  and  unity,  he  got  all 
Athens  and  all  affairs  that  pertained  to  the 
.Athenians  into  his  hands,  their  tributes,  their 
armies,  and  their  galleys,  the  islands,  the  sea, 
and  their  wide-extended  power,  partly  over 
Greeks  and  partly  over  barbarians,  and  all  that 
empire,  which  they  possessed,  founded  and 
fortified  upon  subject  nations  and  royal  friend- 
ships and  alliances.^' 

Now  Aspasia  was  a  barbarian,  a  native  of 
Miletus,  and  daughter  of  Ariochus.  But  she 
possessed  besides  remarkable  beauty  of  form 
and  feature,  mental  endowments  far  above  the 
ordinary.  In  her  young  girlhood  she  had  heard 
tales  of  Thargelia,  that  courtesan  of  old  Ionian 
times,  who  had  become  so  famous  during  the 
period  of  the  Persian  wars.  She  came  bring- 
ing all  her  Greek  suitors,  and  they  were  many, 
by  her  arts  and  blandishments,  over  to  the 
Persian  interests,  and  these  same  suitors  be- 
ing men  of  the  greatest  wealth  and  power,  she 
"sowed  the  seeds  of  the  Median  faction  up 
and  down  to  several  cities."  Her  imagination 
fired  by  these  tales,  Aspasia  was  eager  to  emu- 
late her  predecessor,  and  having  come  to 
Athens,  she  set  diligently  to  work  to  perfect 
herself  in  her  many  accomplishments,  that  she 
might  prove  a  magnet  of  such  fine  intelligence 
as  to  attract  the  .greatest  intellects  of  the  day. 

Being  both  sagacious  and  charming,  her 
presence  in  the  great  city  was  immediately 
felt.  Socrates  himself  used  often  to  visit  her, 
and  the  most  influential  Athenians  were  eager 
to  consult  with  her  and  to  bring  their  wives  to 
hear  her  learned  discussions,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  her  house  was  a  rendezvous  for  cour- 
tesans and  their  followers.  But  when  we  read 
facts  like  this  last  one,  we  mu.st  bear  in  mind 
that  at  that  time  in  Athens  the  lot  of  good  wo- 
men was  a  particularly  hard  one.  Happilv  to- 
day we  know  very  little  compa'ratively  of  what 
it  is  to  be  tempted  to  do  wrong,  for  there  is 
dvery  inducement  to  be  virtuous;  but  in  Greece 
two  thousand  years  ago,  there  were  so  pitifully 
few  inducements  to  a  woman  to  remain  single- 
minded  and  jiurc,  that  there  is  all  the  more 
honor  to  those  wdio  kept  themselves  uncontam^i-' 
inated.  and  the  less  call  for  harsh  judgment  up- 
on those  who  followed  the  ])ath  of  least  resist- 
ance. 

In  the  course  of  time.  Pericles  himself  was 
induccfl  to  visit  this  remarkable,  gifted  woman. 
He  went  unwillingly  at  first,  for  the  C(»urse 
of  events  kept  him  from  followiivg  the  bent  of 
his  inclinations.  Athens  wa,s  still  divided,  and 
Thucydidcs  still  held  the  balance  of  jxiwer. 

It  was  her  beauty  naturally  that  first  at- 
tracted the  great  leader.     He  was  content  to 


sit  and  watch  her,  until  he  heard  her  discourse, 
and  then  her  keen  insight,  her  logic,  her  depth 
of  knowledge  so  impressed  him  that  he  felt  he 
must  possess  her  aid  and  favor  before  he  could 
make  a  success  of  his  undertakings. 

Pericles  had  a  wife,  who  had  been  a  near 
relation,  and  by  her  he  had  had  two  sons,  Zan- 
thippus  and  Paralus,  but  the  marriage  had  been 
wholly  unhappy.  There  had  been  no  love  on 
either  side.  So  when  Pericles'  passion  for  As- 
pasia was  made  known  to  her,  his  wife  was 
glad  to  agree  to  a  divorcement,  for  she  had 
long  ago  given  her  heart  to  a  friend  of  Pericles, 
and  it  was  to  this  friend  that  Pericles  now  gave 
herself. 

The  Athenian  law  made  marriage  with  a 
barbarian  illegal  and  impossible,  but  Aspasia 
became  his  wife  without  benefit  of  license,  and 
the  union  was  singularly  happy,  whether  de- 
servedly so  or  not.  From  this  time  dates  the 
greatest  Pericles  successes,  and  that  he  sincere- 
ly loved  this  woman  there  can  be  no  doubt,  for 
all  historians  agree  that  he  was  faithful  to  her 
until  death,  Plutarch  telling  us  naively  that  "he 
loved  her  with  a  wonderful  affection ;  every 
day,  both  as  he  went  out  and  as  he  came  in  from 
the  market  place,  he  saluted  and  kissed  her." 

As  to  whether  or  not  she  was  the  instigator 
of  the  Samian  and  Pelopennesian  wars  there  is 
some  doubt,  though  her  enemies  did  not  scruple 
to  lay  this  charge  against  her.  But  until  his 
death  Pericles  was  swayed,  if  not  governed  en- 
tirely, by  her  counsel.  So  great  was  her  in- 
fluence that  at  last  ill-feeling  was  stirred  up 
against  her,  and  she  was  finally  indicted  of  im- 
piety, on  account,  supposedly,  of  her  teachings. 
She  was  not  without  company  in  this,  for  So- 
crates was  indicted  on  a  like  charge,  though 
with  much  less  justice.  And  her  punishment 
was  in  no  way  to  be  compared  with  his,  for  he 
was  compelled  to  drink  the  hemlock,  while  she, 
when  the  judges  were  about  to  condemn  her, 
was  set  free  through  the  pleadings  of  Pericles. 
He  took  the  stand  in  her  behalf,  and,  shaken 
with  emotion,  the  tears  gushing  from  his  eyes, 
he  spoke  so  eloquently  in  her  defence  that  he 
gained  her  pardon. 

Pericles  procured  the  passage  of  a  law 
whereby  the  children  of  irregular  marriages 
were  legitimate,  and  when  his  sons  by  his  first 
wife  died,  his  son  by  Aspasia  was  permitted  to 
assume  his  father's  name. 

Pericles  died  of  the  plague,  which  in  the 
same  year  of  his  death  carried  off  thousands 
in  Greece.  As  for  Aspasia.  chronicles  tell  us 
little  further  in  regard  to  her.  There  is  a  story 
to  the  effect  that  she  went  to  live  with  one 
Ly sides,  but  as  Lysicles  was  killed  in  battle 
the  year  following  Pericles'  death,  the  story  is 
probably  not  true,  and  may  be  another  concoc- 
tion of  the  woman's  enemies.  Having  been 
closely  attendant  upon  Pericles  during  his  ill- 
ness, the  probabilities  are  that  she,  too.  died  of 
this  disease.      History   does  not  mention  her 

again.

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WAGNER  AS  GAMBLER 


Messrs.  Constable,Vtiie  owners  of  the  Eng- 
lish copyright,  are  doing;  everything  possible 
to  hasten  on  the  publication  of  Wagner's  se- 
cret autobiography  in  England,  but  it  will  be 
some  weeks  before  the  book  is  issued.  The 
book,  which  is.  in  two  volumes,  is  intensely  in- 
teresting for  its  self-revelation  and  its  almost 
brutal  frankness.  Wagner  writes  thus  of  his 
mania  for  gambling: 

"I I  suddenly  struck  me  that  only  by  dint  of 
big  stakes  could  1  make  big  profits.  To  this 
end  I  decided  to  make  use  of  my  mother's 
pension,  of  which  I  was  trustee  of  a  fairly  large 
sum.

The  Whitehall  correspondent  of  ,the  Mili- 

tarv  Mail  says: 

"There  are  signs  that  the  military  questions 
to  be  debated  during  the  forthcoming  Imperial 
Conference  will  turn  largely  upon  the  great 
idea  of  brin-ing  the  whole  of  the  land  forces 
of  the  Empire  under  one  supreme  command. 

"More  interesting  still  is  the  report,  which 
appears  to  be  well  founded,  that  the  new  com- 
mand will  devolve,  should  the  proposal  find 
favor  among  the  assembled  premiers,  upon 
Lord  Kitchener,  the  one  man  who  is  looked 
upon  by  everyone  at  home  and  abroad  as  be- 
in?  particularly  fitted  for  so  important  a  post. 

"The  future  of  Lord  Kitchener  rests  to  a 
very  great  extent  upon  the  ultimate  results  of 
the'Tmperial  Conference,  and  already  there  are 
strong  rumors  that  the  post  of  Commander-in- 
Chief  will  be  revived,  but  with  a  far  wider 
scope  than  in  the  past. 

"Canada  is  deeply  interested  in  the  arbitra- 
tion treaty  now  under  negotiation  with  the 
United  States,  and  other  questions  are  likely 
to  arise  in  the  future  which  may  affect  various 
portions  of  our  great  Empire.  These  matters 
have  been  discussed  for  a  long  time  past  by 
the  Imperial  Defence  Committee,  and  it  is 
practically  certain  that  one  result  of  the  Im- 
perial Conference  will  be  the  adoption  01  a 
plan  whereby  reciprocal  defence  throughout 
-the  Empire  will  become  an  accomplished  fact.

RUSSIAN  MONK'S  VICTORY

One  of  the  most  remarkable  accidents  in  the 
annals  of  motoring  occurred  during  a  race  at 
the  Brooklands  track  recently  when  a  car 
dashed  up  the  embankment  at  the  rate  of  nine- 
ty miles  an  hoijr  and  cleared  a  riavine  forty 
feet  wide.  The  driver,  Mr.  G.  Wilkin.son,  was 
seriously  hurt,  his  .skull  being  fractured. 

Mr.  Wilkinson  was  driving  a  27  h.p.  Benz 
car.  owned  by  Mr.  A.  T.  Craig,  and  he  had 
passed  the  post  at  the  end  of  the  seventh  race 
when,  to  the  dismay  of  the  onlookers,  instead 
of  slowing  down  his  car  tore  up  the  side  of 
the  banking,  which  at  its  highest  point  is  sixty 
feet  from  the  ground. 


It  was  obvious  that  the  clutch  had  jambed 
and  that  Mr.  Wilkinson,  an  experienced  racing 
motorist,  was  helpless.  . 

Arrived  at  the  top  of  the  track  the  car 
leaped  into  the  air,  and,  taking  its  direction 
from  the  upward  slant  of  the  banking,  shot 
upwards  with  a  momentum  which  carried  it 
over  the  telegraph  wires,  which  are  ten  feet 
above  the  top  of  the  track,  and  over  a  chasm 
sixty  feet  deep  and  forty  feet  wide.  With  the 
driver  still  clinging  to  the  wheel  the  car  cleared 
an  iron  railing  on  the  other  side  of  the  ra- 
vine, and  then'plunged  into  a  maze  of  treetops, 
tearing  away  branches  and  twigs. 


One  of  the  boughs  swept  Mr.  Wilkinson 
from  his  seat,  and  he  fell  twenty  or  thirty  feet 
on  to  some  bracken  in  loose  soft  .soil.  He  was 
unconscious,  with  a  cut  chin  and  a  fracture  at 
the  base  of  the  skull. 

Finishing  its  parabola  the  motor-car  came 
to  earth  twenty  feet  beyond,  pitching  on  to  its 
radiator,  and  turning  a  complete  somersault. 
It  was  found  on  its  left  side  imbedded  in  the 
soft  .sand  among  the  trees,  its  wheels  and  metal 
body  a  shapeless  mass.  Considering  the  height 
of  the  fall  it  is  remarkable  that  the  chassis  it- 
self was  little  damaged. 


The  Milan  police  arc  puzzled  over  the  mo- 
tive for  the  murder  of  Signor  Setagalli,  head  di- 
rector of  the  Lombard  Bank,  whose  half- 
stripped  body  was  found  in  his  private  office 
punctured  by  nine  dagger  thrusts.  His  pocket- 
book,  supposed  to  contain  about  £60  was  miss- 
ing, but  his  gold  rings  were  untouched.  Al- 
though a  bunch  of  private  keys,  including  that 
of  the  strong  room,  was  lying  on  the  office  ta- 
ble, the  steel  safe,  which  contained  some  £200, 
had  not  been  tampered  with. 

The  police  are  divided  in  opinion  as  to  the 
motive  of  the  crime.  It  is  known  that  the  di- 
rector expressed  fears  of  an  attack  on  the  bank 
from  suspicious  characters  haunting  the  neigh- 
borhood, but  a  circumstance  that  seems  to 
point  to  private  vengeance  is  the  finding  of  a 
lock  of  female  hair  on  a  tiny  bed  in  the  corner 
of  the  office. 

There  was  but  a  single  entrance  to  the-bank. 
Some  surmise  that  the  assassins  were  dis- 
turbed before  they  could  unlock  the  safe.  The 
murdered  man's  wife  declares  that  towards 
midnight  she  went  to  the  balcony  of  their 
private  residence  to  see  if  her  husband  were 
returning,  and  discerned  a  couple  of  men  try- 
ing to  effect  an  entrance  at  the  front  door.  Per- 
retving  themselves  watched,  they  retired  into 
the  cover  of  a  shrubbery.

"The  revolt  against  white  flour  which  is 
now  agitating  the  country  is  also  a  movement 
in  favor  of  home  groWn  wheat.  Its  ultimate 
results  may  be  serious — in  the  first  place,  for 
foreign  and  colonial  millers ;  in  the  second,  for 
prairie  farmers;  and  finally,  for  prairie  land 
"  speculators.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  medical 
experts  who  have  hitherto  disparaged  home- 
made flour  in  comparison  with  the  foreign  ar- 
ticle are  now  swinging  round  to  the  opposite, 
view.  The  agricultural  authorities  who  have 
all  these  years  been  telling  us  that  the  British 
climate  was  unsuitable  for  wheat  growing  are 
also  modifying  their  dicta.  It  is  now  being 
explained  to  us  that  our  own  wheat,  if  not  so 
highly  ripened  as  that  of  Canada  or  Argentina, 
is  more  nutritious  and  sustaining. 

"And  at  last  the  British  wheat  grovyer  is 
"going  to  have  a  fair  chance  against  his  hun- 
dired  and  one  foreign  competitors.  We  are 
to  have  a  home-made  standard  not  only  for 
bread  but  for  flour  and  for  wheat.  All  of 
tliem  are  to  be  hereafter  judged  by  British  in- 
stead of  by  foreign  tests."

RADIUM    AND    PLANT    GROWTH 

A  scries  of  interesting  experiments  is  be 
ing  carried  on  in  the  labjratory  attached  to 
Prof.  Noorden's  privai.^.  ho.'-pilal,  writes  a 
Vienna  correspondent.  Plants  have  been  sub- 
jected to  radio-active  influence  and  it  has  been 
ascertained  that  such  plants  grow  U)  neatly 
twice  the  .^ize  of  those  not  subjected  to  the 
influence  of  radium. 

Experiments  of  the  influence  of  radium  on 
human  beings  arc  also  being  carried  on,  but 
no  results  have  as  yet  been  made  public. 


Realistic  experiments  arc  being     made     !n 
'France  to  test  the  ut-.^truciive  power  of  a  few 
melinite  shells  for  the  guns  of  the  new  French 
Dreadnought  battleships. 

An  old  battlesliip,  the  Neptune,  will  be  the 
target,  and  shells  will  be  fired  into  her  from 
guns  on  shore.  It  is  said  that  sheep  and 
other  animals  will  be  placed  on  board  in  order 
to  see  the  effect  of  the  bursting  shells  upon 
living  creatures.  The  experiments  are  being 
kept  secret. 

The  new  shell  is  a  modification  of  one 
which  has  been  in  use  for  some  time.  These 
shells  would  make  enormous  holes  in  heavy 
armour  plates,  but  failed  to  burst  when  they 
struck  lighter  material,  and  were,  consequent- 
ly, wasted.

J.  H.  Hawthornthwaite,  M.P.P.,  and  the  Na- 
naimo  local  of  the  Socialist  Party  in  Canada, 
of  -which  he  has  been  a  member.  On  Friday 
week  the  Nanaimo  local  made  an  official  an- 
nouncement to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Hawthornth- 
waite had  resigned  his  membership  in  the  local 
on  February  26  last,  and  that  a  committee  iiad 
been  appointed  to  investigate  the  cause  of  his 
resignation.  This  committee  has  submitted:its 
report,  \vhich  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  report  is  addressed  to  the  Nanaimo 
local  of  the  Socialist  Party  of  Canada,  and  its 
general  tone  is  rather  hostile  to  Mr.  Haw- 
thornthwaite. It  sets  forth  that  Mr.-  Haw- 
thornthwaite undertook  to  organize  Vancou- 
ver Island  for  the  Socialists,  biit  did  not  de- 
vote himself  with  any  enthusiasm  to  the  work. 

"On  February  26,  191 1,"  continues  the  re- 
port, "Hawthornthwaite  Was  citicized  for  con- 


forded  is  entirely  inadequate  to  present  re- 
quirements, awd  with  the  large  increase  of  busi- 
ness, it  is  evident  that  in  the  course  of  a  very 
short  time  there  will  hardly  be  room  for  the 
present  staff  to  move  about.

The  Pro- 
vincial Jail  was  found  to  be  ^n  excellent  order', 
but  crowded  to  its  limit,  and.  in  our  opinion, 
totally  inadecpiate  to  the  requirements  oi  this 
district,  there  beiiig  no  fewer  than  Si  prisoners 
confined  therein,  under  five  jailers  and  a  war- 
den  which  we  coiisioer  instinicicnt  lOi  tne  s,^ie 
handling  of  that  number  of  prisoners,  and  we 
would  -Strongly  recommend  an  increase  of  the 
present  staff.  The  Royal  Inland  Hospital 
was  also  found  to  be  in  a  'model  condition  of 
neatness,  with   an   efficient  staff  of  nurses. 

We  must  again  call  your  Lord.ship's  atten- 
tion to  the  numerous^advanced  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis attracted  to  tins  district,  and  the  urgent 
need  of  an  institution  for  their  treatment  under 
gcn-ernment  control.

As  a  resirlt,  he  was 
asked  to  attend  a  special  business  meeting  of 
the  party  an^l  explaiij  bis  position.  To  this 
Mr.  Hawthornthwaite  repiifed  in  effect  that  he 
had  no  further  explanation  to  offer,  that  he  <lid 
not  intend  to  run  for  the  Dominion  House  and 
that  he  was  simply  trying  to  attend  to  his  own 
private  business.  He  added  that  he  would  re- 
sign his  position  in  the.  Provincial  Legislature. 

"  'If  your  local,'  said  he,  Vill  give  me  the 
date  when  it  desires  the  Speaker  should  take 
action  to  fill  the  seat,  I  will  date  my  official 
resignation  in  accordance,  and  do  all  I  can  to 
help  elect  your  nominee.* 

"Despite  this  promise,  the  committee  has 
been  unable  to  find  any  trace  of  his  resignation 


of  his  seat  in  the  legislature.  So  far  as  they 
can  ascertain,  he  is  still  a  member  and  in  no 
hurry  to  resign. 

"In  rei..'*.rd  to  flim-flamming  this  h^cal,"  says 
the  report,  "we  wish  to  state  that  in  our  opin- 
ion he  did  not  possess  sufficient  ability  to  do 
so,  as  he  found  out  on  various  occasions  when 
with  all  his  ability  and  his  bourgeois  education 
he  failed  to  hold  his  own  with  a  coal  miner  in 
discussing  proletarian  monistic  philosophy,  and 
in  discussing  sociological  questions  he  proved 
himself  a  novice  in  the  use  of  the  dialectic." 

After  reviewing  all  the  circumstances  and 
setting  forth  the  efforts  of  the  Socialists  to 
elect  Mf.  Hawthornthwaite,  the  committee 
finds  that  he  has  not  lived  up  to  his  obliga- 
tions, and  says  in  conclusion:  "In  the  esti- 
mation of  the  committee,  this  local  has  noftiing 
to  take  back,  and  further  state  that  in  their 
opinion  Mr.  J.  H.  Hawthornthwaite,  by  his 
double-dealing  and  treacherous  actions,  has 
demonstrated  that  he  is  an  enemy  to  the  revolu- 
tionary working  class  interests,  and  the  com- 
mittee, as  members  of  this  local  and  members 
of  the  revolutionary  working^  class,  warn  our 
class  against  this  man — ^James  Hurst  Haw- 
thornthwaite."

One  of  the  pioneers  of  the  Peace  River 
district,  Mr.  Russell  Walker,  has  written  a 
most  interesting  letter  to  his  friend,  Mr.  J.  B. 
McKenzie  of  Vancouver,  giving  an  account  of 
the  journey,  and  the  difticulties  experienced 
en  route.  Mr.  Vv'alker  states  that  he  had  to 
"go  home"  since  he  got  in  last  fall,  to  make 
preparation  for  the  winter,  but  there  was 
every  encouragement  for  the  settlers,  as  the 
land  they  passed  through  gives  much  promise 
for  its  iuture  development.  The  trail  was  a 
long  one,  the  way  being  by  Athabasca,  Candiz,^ 
Merrior  Landing,  along     Little     Slave     river, , 

Shaw's  Point;  and  from  there     to    Girourard. 
then  90  miles  more  trail  up  to  the  Peace  River 
Crossing.    Here  they  struck  down  to  Duvegan 
by  way  of  Old  Wives'  lakes,  and  Cold  Springs 
from  there  through  the   Birch  hills  and  over 
the  Saffle  mountain  to   the   Beaverdam,    and 
thence  to  Bare     lake,     Saskatoon     lake,     the 
Beaverlodge  valley,  across  into  Red  Willow 
river  district,  a  distance  of  580  miles.     They 
left  Edmonton  on  September  20  and  reached 
Saskatoon   lake  on   November   5,   whi.ch   Mr. 
Walker  calls  "goin'  some."    They  carried  two 
loads,  each  weighing     about     3,800     poivndis, 
packed     away     on     separate     wagons.  ,    The 
weather  on  the  trip  was  good  all  the  way  up 
until  the  party  got  to  Spirit  river,  when  it  be- 
gan to  snow.     Game  was  plentiful  and  it  con- 
sisted of  prairie  chicken,  Cartridge,  wild  geese, 
turkeys,  ducks  and  moose,  assuring  them  suf- 
ficient fresh  meat.     Matters     became     pretty 
tough  when  the  snow  caught  them.    It  snow- 
ed until  it  was  up  to  the  hubs  of  the  wagons. 
The   loads   were   considerably   harder  to  pull, 
and  camping  out  was  both  a  difificulty  and  a 
hardsliip  that  caused  iheui  Lo  rejoice  when  i'ne 
journey  came  to  an  end.     They  immediately 
began  to  build  their  shacks,  but  at  the  time  of 
writing  they  were  not  quite  finished,  although 
160   logs    had    been    skidded   and   decked    up 
ready  for  the  start.     The  cold  was  very  sev- 
ere for  about  a  week  and  they  were  told  the 
thermometer  registered  60  below  zero  during 
the    last    winter.     The   country   is   described 
as  fine,  with  all  kinds  of  No.  j  lands  and  the 
very  best  soil  waiting  for  the  settlers.    These 
are  going  in  rapidly,  and  the  district  is  being 
mapped  out  for  cultivation  for     the     coming 
summer.      Rapid   construction   work  is  being 
pushed  forward  by  the  railway,  which  is  ex- 
pected to  reach  the  district  this  year.     Mails 
come  only  once  a  month  but  a  better  service 
is  in  course  of  inauguration,  and  will  be  in 
use  before  the  summer  turns.  ...

PRESBYTERIANS  AND  THE  MARRIAGE 
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CANADIAN  DIAMONDS  PASS  TESTS 


"The  Canadian  diamond  has  been  tested  by 
the  greatest  gem  experts  in  the  world  and  pro- 
nounced equal  in  quality  to  the  famous  pro- 
duct of  South  Africa,"  says  R.  A.  A.  Johnston, 
mineralogist  and  curator  of  the  geological  sur- 
vev,  at  Ottawa.  In  January  last  diamonds  were 
di.scovered  in  the  Olivcne  mountains,  in  the 
Tulamecn  country.  This  was  the  first  discov- 
ery of  the  kind  made  in  Canada,  and  Mr.  John- 
ston naturally  became  greatly  interested,  and 
sent  for  specimens  of  the  glittering  gems.  The 
discovery  soon  became  noised  about,  and  other 
mineralogists  in  various  parts  of  the  world 
also  became  interested. 

Among  those  in  whom  the  discovery  awak- 
ened a  keen  interest  was  Dr.  Kunz,  the  Tif- 
fanv  gem  expert,  and  one  of  the  foremost  Am- 
erican authorities  f)n  precious  stones.  He 
wrote  Mr.  Johnston  from  New  York  and  asked 
him  to  send  specimens  of  the  British  Colum- 
bia diamonds  for  the  purpose  of  having  them 
tested.  Instead  of  sending  specimens,  Mr. 
Johnston  went  to  New  York  himaeU  and  took 
a  quantity  of  the  gems  with'  hira. 


In  the  course  of  the  proceedings  m-  the 
sixth  annual  session  of  the  Presbyterian 
Synod  of  British  Columbia,  held  in  Vancouver 
during  the  just  ended  week,  a  distinctly  strong 
resolution  was  introduced  by  Rev.  Dr.  Fraser. 
bearing  upon  the  recently  promulgated  mar- 
riage laws  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church, 
which  resolution  provoked  very  considerable 
differences  of  opinion  as  to  the  policy  of 
adopting  an  attitude  that  savored  of  attack 
on  the  Roman  church. 

Principal  Mackay  advised  the  synod  to  go 
carefully  into  the  rights  of  the  Roman  Cath- 
olics of  Canada.  Certain  privileges  were  ac- 
corded them,  and  he  did"  not  believe  the  Privy 
council  would  undertake  to  withdraw  what 
had  thus  been  granted.  Such  a  resolution  as 
that  proposed  by  Dr.  Fraser  meant  the  stir- 
ring up  of  sectional  bitterness,  and  the  coun- 
try was  in  no  mood  for  anything  of  such  a 
nature  at  the  present  time. 

Dr.  Fraser  appreciated  the  standpoint  of 
Df.  Mackay,  but  thought  that  the  Catholic 
church  had  not  been  content  with  the  rights 
guaranteed  to  it.  Its  marriage  laws  went  back 
to  the  Council  of  Trent.  lie  did  not  object 
to  change  in  the  form  of  the  overture,  and 
did  not  want  to  precipitate  any  strife  or 
trouLilc,  but  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
could  do  in  Canada  today  what  it  could  not 
do  even  in  Italy.     '       >  .      v 

Professor  Pidgeoirt  field  it  to  be  a  lament- 
able thing  that  strife  should  arise.

power  for  good. 

Possessed  of  more  than  ordin- 
ary intelligence  and  love  of  learn- 
ing she  leaves  no  stone  unturned 
for  the  good  of  her  people.  Keen 
on  education,  much  is  being  done 
in  this  line  for  the  benefit  of  both 
sexes.  Several  schools  for  rich 
and  poor  have  been  opened,  each 
ecpiipped  with  all  modern  ap- 
pliances to  make  the  learning  of 
sciences  "  and  difticull  subjects 
thorough  and  interesting.  Little 
ones  have  the  otherwise  dreary 
path  to  knowledge  made  pleasant 
by  the  kindergarten  route — this 
method,  so  different  from  that  of 
the  Indian,  for  the  body  is 
cramped  and  brain  dulled  by  sit- 
ting for  hours  and  droning  the 
day's  lessons  in  a  monotonous 
hum.  For  them  the  kindergarten 
is  quite  a  novel  and  delightful 
way  of  learning.

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On  a  hill-stream  in  early  April  the  alterna- 
tions of  spring  and  winter  are  peculiarly  swift 
and  vivid.  llalf-a-dQzen  timeaia. a  morning 
the  skies  above  it  may  be  blackened  and  the 
hills  whitened  by  a  storm  full  of  hail  from  the 
northwest  or  of  snow  from  the  northeast.  The 
hail  sings  upon  the  water  and  rattles  from  the 
rocks;  then  ten  minutes  later  the  sun  once 
more  strikes  hot  6n  the  sheltered  channel  of 
the  river,  a  thin  steam  rises  from  the  airless 
hollows,  and  the  primroses  shine  more  brightly 
for  their  bath  of  sleet. 

Unlike  the  earthy  banks  of  lowland  rivers, 
where  the  wet  soil  makes  spring  vegetation 
lale,  if  luxuriant,  the  rocky  shores  of, the  hill- 
streams  form  nurseries  for  the  earliest  and 
most  delicate  blossoms.  Where  the  rock-walls 
above  the  water  are' green  with  liverworts  and 
mosses,  clumps  of  wood-sorrel  lift  their  senti- 
tive  trefoil  leaves  and  hang  their  veined  bells 
in  the  chentiered  sunshine  that  falls  through 
the  naked  oak  boughs.  Small  primrose  plants 
with  a  few  large  blossonis  cling  to  rifts  and 
ledges  among  the  moss,  reflected  to  the  stiller 
water;  and  their  pale  yellow  is  brightened  by 
white  anemones,  and  here  and  there  by  the 
flower  of  the  barren  strawberry.  The  small 
green  blossoms  of  the  moschatel  stray  down 
the  mossy  slope  from  the  hazel  roots  in  a 
copse  or  thick  hedge  above ;  and  where  a  seed 
or  rowan  or  birch  or  holly  has  sprouted  in  a 
narrow  crevice,  a  little  shrub  hangs  out  its  min- 
iature boughs.  Here  and  there,  where  the 
slope  takes  the  drainage  of  a  hillside,  there  is 
a  slow  dri  pof  clear  water  from  the  mantle  of 
moss  and  ivy  to  the  stream  below.  Drops 
gather  on  the  hanging  moss  points,  swell  till 
they  grow  heavy,  and  follow  each  other  into 
the  stream.  Where  the  ripple  at  the  rock-foot 
strikes  up  the  sunlight,  it  runs  and  flutters 
perpetually  on  the  damp  green  moss  of  the 
wall.  The  idle  dancing  of  a  sunbeam  seems 
always  very  far  from  human  affairs;  and  the 
breath  of  fairyland  is  over  all  these  hanging 
gardens  by  the  streamside,  with  their  span- 
high  hollies  and  birches,  and  anemones  trem- 
bling to  the  spray.  In  the  seclusion  of  the 
mossy  hollow,  with  the  stream's  sharp  mur- 
mur cutting  off  the  sounds  of  the  world,  we 
easily  lose  touch  -with  our  familiar  standards 
of  size.  The  anemone  blo.ssom  commands  the 
narrow  horizon  with  the  force  of  a  pine  on  a 
mountain  top;  and  where  a  small  bronzed 
beetle  climbs  over  and  under  the  mosses  we 
have  a  new  perception  of  the  detail  and  variety 
of  the  landscape  and  the  length  and  labors  of 
his  way. 

Few  human  eyes  but  those  of  the  wading 
fisherman    ever   enter   these   streamside    rock 
gardens,  cut  off  by  the  overhangi;ng  rock  faces 
and  the  amber  stream.     Wading  thigh  hi^h  in 
the  river,  he  gains  a  new  standpoint  in  other 
ways.     He  sees  the  surface  of  the  water  and 
the  banks  at  its  side  from  a  new  and  obtuser 
angle  of  vision  then  when  he  walks  on  dry 
land ;  and  so  long  as  he  does  not  make  a  great 
disturbance    the    birds    and    animals    of   the 
streamside  often  overlook  him  altogether,  or 
feel  no  fear  of  his  unfamiliarly  truncated  fig- 
ure.   Now  and  then,  even  by  daytime,  an  otter 
may  cross  the  river  in  front  of  him  or  appear 
for  a  moment  under  the  overhanging  roots  at 
the   stream's  edge.     On  the  wooded  reaches 
squirrels  often  canter  across  the  ground  from 
tree  to  tree,  run  with   their  red  tails  carried 
sinuouslv  behind  them  up  the  grey  trunks  of 
tho  oaks  upon  the  banks,  or  sit  upright  and 
grunt    defiance    upon    an    upper   bough,    with 
their    tails    erect   behind   them.      Sometimes, 
where  a  larch  or  other  tall  tree  has  fallen  and 
bridged  the  chasm  of  the  stream,  one  will  run 
lightly  across,  hunt  for  a  little  while  among 
the  leaves  of  the  steep  bank  beyond,  and  return 
as  gaily  as  it  went.    By  the  side  of  the  stream, 
along  the  beach  of  sharp  sand  under  the  copse 
roots,   the  slenderer  and   fiercer  red  body  of 
the  stoat  comes  cantering  in  quest  of  a  nest 
of -young  birds  or  the  scent  of  a  rabbit  upon 
the  bank.     Undulating  its  head  from  side  to 
side  with   the  gesture   of  a  snake,  the   stoat 
shows  in  every  movement  its  innate  lust  for 
blood.     As   it   hunts   along   the   edge   of   the 
spring  thicket,  it  seems  like  the  very  spirit  of 
evil,  for  all  its  nimble  beauty.    Yet,  deep  in  ani- 
mal nature,  the  roots  of  good  and  evil  are  in- 
extricably intertwined.     The  fierceness  which 
jtpakes  the  stoat  the  most  insatiable  of  killers 
^  takes  another  shape  as  the  undaunted  cour- 
age and  comradship  which  .sometimes  impels 
a  family  uf  stoats- to  make  a  joint  assault  upon 
so  formidable  a  foe  as  a  man,  and  will  even 
make  a  single  mother  attack  a  man  in  defence 
of  her  young.     Not. all  our  sympathy  is  owc(S 
to  the   rabbit  shrieking  in  the  covert,  or  the 
hcdge-sparrew   which   sees   its   young   in   the 
nest  devoured  and  will  not  be  comforted.    And 
so,  when  the  idle  sunbeams  and  the  dropping 
water     have     taken     our     minds    beyond    jfi^; 
thoughts  of  good  and  evil  into  a  soulless  fairy- 
land, the  stoat  on  the  beaclt  brings  them  back 
again.    Mysterious  as  is  the  beauty  of  the  hid- 
den   water-garden,    there   is   a    niy.stery    nnich 
nearer  to  us  in  the  red  body  rippling  along  the 
strand. 

FrogR  spawn  in  ^larch  and  April  in  the 
stagnant  channels  cut  here  and  there  in  the 
more  level  meadows  by  floods.  There  they  de- 
posit the  masses  of  gelatinous  eggs  which 
hatch  a  little  later  into  swarm.s  of  tadpoles; 
and  thither  chiefly  resort  the  long  green  grass- 
snakes,  which  to  a  great  extent  live  upon 
frogs.  When  they  bestir  themselves  in  the 
first  warm  days  of  spring,  these  large  but 
harmless  snakes  are  often  to  be  met  with  abotit 
the  river  banks,  and  will  plunge  boldly  in  to 
swim  from  shore  to  shore,  breasting  a  strong 
curr-<!nt  bravely  with  beads  and  yellow  throats 
raised   above  the   water.     Both  grass-snakes 


and  frogs  are  seen  less  often  by  the  steeper 
streams  plunging  down  from  the  moors.  There 
the  adder  is  not  uncomtnon  on  the  dry  slopes 
of  heather  and  bracken  above  the  stream ; 
while  wdiere  the  stream  flows  through  copses 
and  thickets  toads  come  down  to  spawn  in  the 
still  pools  at  its  side.  Toads  drop  their  eggs 
in  long  strings,  easily  di:^tinguishable  from 
the  shapeless  masses  of  frog's  spawn ;  and  it  is 
often  found  in  April  in  the  cracks  between  the 
uptilted  strata  of  the  rocks.  The  increase  of 
toads  is  checked  both  by  flood  and  drought. 
Strong  floods  wash  the  strings  of  spawn  out  of 
the  shallow  pools,  and  it  is  probably  often  de- 
voured by  trout  when  it  is  washed  into  the 
main  channel,  like  the  chub's  spawn  in  the 
lower  reaches  of  the  stream.  In  a  droughty 
May  the  pools  dry  up,  and  the  tadpoles  per- 
ish, as  sometimes  also  happens  to  the  frog's 
tadpoles  in  the  muddier  pools  and  channels  in 
the  meadows.  Both  toads  and. frogs  thust  lay 
their   cg^s   in   water;   but   while    frogs    iiamiL 


mer,  toads  often  travel  far  from  their  birth 
place  to  damp  and  shady  spots.  In  spring 
they  often  fail  to  hit  upon  a  pool  which  pro- 
vides saft  shelter  for  their  spawn  and  the 
young  generation;  and  this  is  apparently  one 
reason  why  the  frog  is  much  the  commoner 
species  over  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The    alternations    of    sunshine    and    cold 
storms   which     are     typical     of    early     spring 
among  the  hills  have  an  immediate  effect  both 
on   trout   and   on   their   insect  food.     On   the 
rockier  streams  there  is  seldom  any  abundant 
hatch  of  fly  in  spring,  such  as  is  common  an 
many  rivjers  which  flow  over  broad  streaches 
of  gravel.     March  browns  appear  on  the  hill- 
streaiSis  in  a  thin  sprinkling,  rather  than  in  the 
dense  swarms  which  will  suddenly  appear  on 
the  water  of  some  northern  streams  in  a  fe\v 
minutes  of  warm  sunshine  on  even  the  bitter- 
est days.    The  hill  trout  pick  up  their  strength 
and  substance  little  by  little  on  a  mixed  diet; 
and  their  steady  recovery  after  the  scarcity  of 
winter  is  as  noticeable  as  that  of  a  human  con- 
valescent.     At   first   they   will    not   £ace   the 
strong  water  in  the  main  current  of  the  stream  ; 
they  lie  in  the  deep  pools  and  stiller  eddies, 
where  its  strength  is  diffused  or  chiefly  on  the 
surface.      In    the   straighter    and    more    even 
reaches,  where  there  are  no  such  refuges,  they 
shrink  into  small  holes  and  hovers  under  the 
bank,  and  catch  at  food  that  the  current  washes 
within    their    reach.      Gradually    the   warmer 
spates  bring  down  a  more  liberal  supply  of  the 
worms  and  grubs  that  stir  in  spring  weather, 
and  enough  fly  hatch  in  the  intervals  of  sun- 
shine to  give  them  a  chance  of  gaining  weight 
and  vigor   from  this   most  fattening  form  of 
food.     Then  they  push  out  into  the  stronger 
current,  at  first  taking  up  their  station  in  teh 
tail  and  at  the  side  of  the  runs.     A  week  of 
warmer  nights  and  days  brings  the  sandpipers 
to  the    shingle-spits,    and    the    willow-wtens 
abundantly  to  the  copses;  and  nov^r  the  black 
pools  and  the  holes  under  the  bank  are  almost 
deserted,  and  the  plump  trxit  are  posted  in 
the  stronger  water.     Their   increase  of  flesh 
is  noticeable  as  their  change  of  habit.     Before 
the  cold  storms  and  frosty  nights  are  over  they 
are  equally  responsibe  to  a  transitory  burst  of 
sunshine.     Broad  clouds  borne  southward.  an<|. 
sifting  snowflakes,  keep  the  day  to  a  wintrj: 
temperature,  and  the  trout  are  absolutely  !&?• : 
ert;   none   larger   than    the   insatiable    salmon 
parr  will  rise.     Then,  when  even  a  quarter  of 
an  hour's  sunshine  strikes  a  gleam,  and  a  sense 
of  spring  to  the  depths  of  the  peat-tinged  pool, 
there  is  a  distinct  awakening;  while  the  sun 
lasts  the  trout  rise   steadily,   if  scarcely  with 
freedom.     The   sun   withdrawn   overhead,   its' 
rays  die  out  of  the  pool,  and  the  winter  apathy 
returns.    'The  fly  at  this  time  of  year  are  even 
more  responsive  to  sunshine  than   the  trout. 
When  an  April  night  brings  two  or  three  inches 
of  .snow,  as  has  happened  in  decent  years,  a 
sprinkling  of  blue  duns  will  appear  upon  the 
water  in  the  mid-day  sunshine  before  the  ."^now 
has  quite  vanished  in  the  quick  spring  thavyr, 
and  while  the  grey  snow-broth  still  keeps  the 
trout  stubbornly  inactive. 

Many  kinds  of  insects  are  attracted  in  early 
April  to  the  scented  blossoms  of  the  sallow; 
and  the  insects  attract  the  birds  to  the  .sdme 
boughs.  Often,  while  we  fish  a  pool  overhung 
by  one  of  these  trees,  a  small  party  of  birds  will 
gather  in  the  golden  blossoms  and  searaijji 
busily  jafit  osrerhead.  The  bluci  mafsh,4ii^ 
cole  tits  are  at  first  the  most  numerous' spe-* 
cies  in  the  sallow-boughs;  and  the  blue  tit's 
bright  head  makes  a  vivid  picture  amongst  the 
yellow  blossoms  under  the  sky.  After  the  wil- 
low wrens  come,  the  sallow  blossoms  seem  to 
supply  them  with  a  great  part  of  their  food, 
while  the  still  naked  boughs  of  most  otiicr  trees 
offer  them  small  hospitality.  Once  the  tree.s 
are  in  leaf  the  restless  and  .secretive  willow 
wren  is  seldom  seen  again  so  easily.  With 
its  quiet  tints  and  delicate  form,  it  makes  a 
striking  contrast  with  the  sturdy  bodies  and 
bold  markings  of  the  tits  ;and  its  notc.'^  arc  as 
delicate  as  its  shape.  The  blue  tit's  note,  like 
a  little  bell  sharply  shaken,  is  the  most  musi- 
cal of  all  the  songs  of  its  tribe;  but  it  rings 
metallic  and  mechanical  after  the  lif|uid  ca- 
dence of  the  summer  warbler.  The  titmice  are 
at  home  in  any  weather;  hut  the  slender  .sum 
mer  warbler  is  almost  as  pitifid  a  sight  in  a 
black  squall  of  hail  as  swallows  in  east  wind 
and  frosv;  Long-tailed  tits  swing  among  the 
blossoms  with  their  soft  plumage  of  pink  and 
black  and  grey ;  and  now  and  then  a  wren  spins 
up  from  the  lower  bushes  and  hunts  fitfully 
for  a  few  rnoments  among  the  flowers.  But  the 
when  is  never  at  home  very  far  from  the 
ground ;  and  soon  it  drops  down  again  to  the 
sycamore  roots  that  fringe  the  water,  and  slips 


to  and  fro  in  their  lahyrintli  in  silent  concentra- 
tion, with  an  occasional  .-^purt  of  song. 

The  water  ouzel,  or  dipper,  so  much  resem- 

time;?  been  classed  with  it  as  a  relative,.  Most 
authorities,  however,  regard  it  as  a  kind  of 
water  thrush",  curiously  modified  to  suit  its 
aquatic  life.  It  is  as  characteristic  a  bird  of  the 
hill-streams  as  the  swallow  of  the  farmyard  or 
the  gulls  of  the  .sea-washed  crags.  Dwelling 
all  the  winter  on  the  stream,  it  begitis  to  nest 
long  before  many  of  the  other  birds  return. 
Its  large,  domed  nest  is  often  hidden  deep  in 
a  recess  of  the  roots  and  rocks  beside  the 
stream  or  behind  the  dripping  woodwork  of  a 
mill-wheel.  Sometimes  it  is  fixed  to  a  rock 
above  the  water  hidden  from  the  shore,  but 
with  no  concealment  on  the  side  from  which 
no  intrusion  is  expected.  Then,  as  the  fisher- 
man wades  day  by  day  past  their  rock,  the 
dipper's  architecture  can  be  watched  through 
all  its  stages.  The  heavy  nest  of  wet  moss  is 
fixed  to  the  scantiest  depression  in  the  rock 
almost  with  the  tenacity  of  the  house-martin's 
mud  nest  under  the  eaves.  It  grows  from  an 
oval  foundation,  gradually,  raised  and  curved 
over  until  the  pent-roof  overhangs  the  lower 
cup,  and  all  is  complete.  The  grey  wagtails 
return  at  the  beginning  of  spring  from  their 
v.-inter  quarters  in  the  lowlands,  and  nest  al- 
most as  easlv  as  the  resident  dippers.  They 
build  in  very  much  the  same  places;  but  they 
make  an  open  nest  and  keep  it  beyond  reach  of 
dripping  water  and  dashing  spray.  Grey  wag- 
tails are  particularly  fond  of  the  hollow  be- 
neath an  overhanging  cornice  of  roots  at  the 
top  of  a  crumbling  earth-bank  by  the  riverside. 
Their  sharp  twitter  and  the  flash  of  theri  yel- 
lo  wtails  are  constant  featui^es  of  the  stream- 
side  through  all  the  spring  and  summer;  and 
on  any  reach  of  the  stream  where  the  wagtails 
build  it  is  never  long  before  a  thin  note  cuts 
the  murmur  of  the  water,  and  the  dipper  whiz- 
zes past,  like  a  sable  kingfisher.

REVEALED  BY  THE  CENSUS 

The  taking  of  a  census  proves  once  more 
the  truth  of  the  adage  that  one-half  the  world 
does  not  know  how  the  other  half  lives.  How 
many  people  have  heard  of  a  time-seller,  an 
occupation  which  is  not  overcrowded?  Every 
census  has  shown  that  there  is  such  a  trade— a 
trade  which  is  classified,  in  fact,  but  only  be- 
cause it  is  followed  by  one  person — a  lady. 

For  seventy-five  years  the  trade  has  been 
carried  on  by- one  family;  first  by  the  father, 
then  on  his  death  by  his  wife,  and  now  by  the 
daughter.  The  original  founder  of  the  business 
had  a  chronometer  corrected  at  Greenwich,  and 
he  then  sold  the  time  to  various  watchmakers 
and  jewelers.  At  his  death- the  Astronomer 
Royal  granted  the  same  privilege  to  his  wife, 
and  now  the  daughter  follows  her. 

Another  little-known  trade  is  that  of  bronze 
coin  distributer,  rendered  necessary  by  the  in- 
crease of  automatic  machines  of' all  sorts  and 
the  growth  of  penny  and  halfpenny  tram  and 
bns  fares.  Such  men  have  their  regular  cus- 
tomers, who  take  a  specified  number  of  the 
humble  coins  in  change  ;fe>r  others  of  higher 
value. 

A  certain  number  of  men  will  enter  their 
caller  as  "matcher,"  with  some  qualification,  as 
there  are  several  branches  of  the  work.  A 
profe^ssional  matcher  is  very  useful  to  auction- 
eers. When  sales  take  place  at  houses,  and 
the  preliminary  inventory  shows  that  sets  of 
fairly  valtJable  china  and  such  like  are  not 
coWiplete,  the  matcher  will  endeavor  to  obtain 
■the  missing  article. 

The  same  name  is  applied  to  those  whose 

.work  it  is  to  match  colors  in  yarn.    They  may 

sound  simple;  but  if  the  shades  are  very  nearly 

the  same  it  takes  a  trained  eye  to  recognize  the 

difference. 

There  may  be  little  in  common  between 
medical  and  science  schools  and  people  who 
run  private  aquaria  as  a  hobby,'  but  they  all 
.  keep  one  small  trade  going.  This  is  that  of 
snail  and  weed  hunting.  It  is  also  one  of  those 
callings  that  does  not  make  much  of  a  showing 
in  the  census  returns,  as  there  are  only  about  a 
»cot'c  of  nicii  in  London  vvno  iOt»ovv  it.  j.  ttcy 
collect  water-snails  and  weeds  for  aquaria  and 
frogs  for  the  scientists.  .       ~ 

For  those  who  like  an  open-air  life  and 
know  something  about  natural  history  it  is  not 
an  uninteresting  occupation,  although  not  ex- 
actly remunerative.  The  price  for  snails  is  be- 
tweerr  4s.  and  6s.  a  thousand,  while  the  dealer 
'   usually  gives  4s.  a  hundred  for  frogs". 

Another  gentleman  whose  business  lies  with 
snails  is  known  as  a  snail-taster.  He  is  em- 
ployed by  a  firm  who  import  edible  snails, 
and  he  has  tp  test^the- consignment  by  eating 
one  of  two. 
;,5";:^~  Th^icensoS  re-v^pSli that  thece  isa distinction 
betV^een  a  tripe-dresser  and  a  tripe-seller.  The 
fortiier  is  a  member  of  a  skilled  and  well-paid 
trade  that  is  not  overcrowded,  while  the  latter 
may  be  a  most  humble  individual. 

Other   trades   that   are   little   heard   of   are 
shorthand  engravers,  black-beetle  experts,  tin 
,   Openers,  and  cocoanut-shell  dealers. 

The  enumerator  will  come  across  many  call- 
ings upon  wliose  work  the  dictionary  will 
throw  little  light.  A  "topper"  is  engaged  in  the 
making  of  shirts,  a  "scorer"  turns  out  fancy 
cardboard  boxes,  while  a  "stecler"  is  indis- 
])en-sablc  to  the  manufactory  of  ladies'  corsets. 
As  might  be  expected,  the  alien  quarters  of 
our  big  cities  possess  a  number  of  (jueer  and 
primitive  occupations.  Many  of  these  undesir- 
ai)lc  people  are  quite  illiterate,  so  the  profes- 
sional letter-writer  earns  quite  a  good  living; 
while  a  hot-water  seller  docs  not  make  at  all 
a  bad  income.

Hugh  Eraser  is  one  of  them.  She  has  roamed 
the  world,  stayed  at  the  various  courts  of  Eu- 
rope with  her  husband,  who  earned  fame  as 
a  diplomat,  and  has  mixed  with  all  classes  of 
society.  Mrs.  Fraser  is  more  than  a  traveler, 
however.  She  's  an  exceedingly  clever  writer, 
and  novels,  as  well  as  travel  books,  have  em- 
anated from  her  pen. 

She  also  belongs  to  a  clveer  family.  Her 
father  was  the  famous  American  sculptor, 
Thomas  Crawford,  while  her  brother  was  the 
late  Marion  Crawford,  whose  novels  have 
earned  a  world-wide  reputation.

In  her  recently  published  Reminiscences, 
"A  Diplomatist's  Wife  in  Many  Lands"  (Hut- 
chinson), Mrs.  Fraser  relates  some  interesting 
incidents  regarding  her  brother,  whose  re- 
markable gift  for  languages  is  strikingly  il- 
lustrated by  the  fact  .that  he  had  a  knowledge 
of  twenty  or  more,  and  could  sepak  several  so 
as  to  be  taken  for  a  native  of  the  country  in 
which  he  happened  to  be  traveling. 

Marion  Crawford,  too,  was  enonnou.sly 
strong.  "Once,"  says  Mrs.  Fraser,  "he  was 
walking  along  a  solitary  lane  and  met  a  rus- 
tic using  bad  language  about  a  refractory  pig 
that  refused  to  trot  in  the  right  direction. 
'What  good  will  all  that  cursing  do?'  Marion 
exclaimed,  scornfully.  'Here,  I'll  show  you 
how  to  drive  the  beast,'  and  he  lifted  his  black- 
thorn walking-stick  and  gave  the  creature  a 
gentle  tap  on  the  head.  The  result  was  in- 
stantaneous; the  pig  rolled  over  stone-dead'. 
In  the  end  Marion  had  to  pay  him  for  the  pig, 
and  then  pay  him  to  cart  it  away." 

"On  another  occasion,  when  he  was  stay- 
ing in  a  fortress  farm  in  the  Abruzzi,  he  re- 
turned home  one  evening  and  found  the 
heavy  gates  closed  and  barred.  His  shouts 
failed  to  rouse  the  inmates  from  their  sleep, 
and  he  was  beginning  to  lose  his  temper;  he 
thought  he  might  as  well  break  down  the 
door.  Stepping  back  a  if^r  paces,  he  ran  at  it 
with  his  head  down  like  a  young  bull,  and  the 
next  moment  he  was  inside  the  hotiie.  The 
iron  bar,  nearly  a  yard  long  an^'  thick  in  pro- 
portion, was  bent  in  two.  The  head  was  none 
the  worse  for  the  impact." 

Mrs.  Fraser  spent  several  years  in  Japan, 
her  husband  being  at  one  time  minister'  of 
that  countrj'.  And  she  throws  curious  side- 
lights on  the  life  of  the  women  of  the  Land 
of  Chrysanthemum.  "The  Japanese  lady," 
she  says,  "thinks  nothing  of  spending  four  or 
five  hours  on  dressing  to  pay  a  visit,  and  the 
visit  was  as  lengthy  as  the  preparation.  It 
was  something  of  an  ordeal  to  have. the  wife 
of  a  court  dignitary  arrive  at  li  or  12  o'clock 
and  stay  til  Isunset,  accompanied  by  all  her 
female  friends,  wdio  brought  two  maids  apiece. 
Once  inside  a  foreign  house,  they  fluttered 
about  from  room  to  room,  fingering  every- 
thing, trying  on  one's  clothes,  turning  out 
wardrobes,  and  asking  the  ttse  ,of  every  ar- 
ticle, and,  strange  to  say,  carrying  off  all  the 
toilet  soap  in  sight.  Why  this  should  par- 
ticularly attract  them  we  never  could  imagine. 
Our  servants  told  its  that  they  regarded  it  as 
a  palatable  sweetmeat,  and  cut  it  up  into  lit- 
tle squares  to  distribute  to  their  friends." 

Apropos  of  soap,  there  is  a  curious  storj' 
related  by  Mrs.  F'raser  concerning  Prescott, 
the  historian  who  riaccgd  in  liis  own  f aniilv 
for  a  hopeless  idler  who  would  never  come  to 
any  good.  His  relations  were  constantly  im- 
ploring him  to  do  something  useful,  to  take 
up  some  respectable  career,  instead  of  sitting 
all  day  locked  lip  in  his  library — eating  soap ! 
He  used  to  keep  a  cake  of  this  on  his  writing 
table,  and  nibble  at  it  constantly,  saying,  when 
he  was  remonstrated  with,  that  people  should 
be  clean  inside  as* wella^ out. 

There  are  some  very  vivid  pictures  of  life 
in  Vienna  and  the  Austrian  court  in  Mrs. 
Eraser's  reminiscences^  ,  Conerning  the  late 
Empress  of  Austria,  she  says:  "There  was 
"  not  an  evolution  of  the  'Haute  Ecolc'  which 
she  could  not  perform  with  the  careless  ease 
of  the  trained  equestrienne.  The  Emperor 
used  to  laugh  about  her  proficiency,  giving 
utterance  on  one  occasion,  when  things  were 
going  badly  in  the  Empire  and  revolution  ap- 
peared imminent,  to  a  saying  at  once  caught 
up  by  the  laughter-loving  Viennese;  'Never 
mind,  my  dear;  if  they  tiu-n  us  out  of  the  Hof- 
burg  we  have  always  a  trade  to  fall  back  on 
to  earn  our  living.  We  will  start  a  circus! 
1  will  be  the  ringmaster,  you  shad  jum]) 
through  the  hoops,  and  the  old  woman  shad 
take  care  of  the  till!'  Th:  "old  wcman'  was 
the  Empres.s's  motlicr,  the  wife  of  Maximiliai., 
Duke  of  Bavaria  (a  younger  branch  of  the 
reigning  house),  und  was  noted  for  her  par- 
.simonious  ways." 

In  lighter  vei^i  irc  a  coilpl-e  jf  stories 
about  .\mericans.  One  concerns  a  genial 
Yankee  who,  on  being  presented  to  Leo  XJIT,, 
exclaimed,  as  he  .seized  the  Pope's  hand  and 
shook  it  heartily,  "Sir,  I  am  glad  to  meet  you. 
I  knew  your  father,  the  late  Pope!"  And  then 
there  was  the  American  multimillionaire  who 
visited  Oxford  and  pau.sed  to  admire  the  won- 
derful smooth  grass  vurl  in  one  of  ihe  college 
quadrangles.    "That's  fine,"  he  said  to  a  gar- 


dener. "How  do  you  manage  to  getit?"  'Oh. 
that's  quite  simple,  sir,",  was  the  reply.  "You've 
only  got  to  roll  it  for  t'lrte  hundred  years." 
There  is  a  story,  too,  of  Bismarck  and  Von 
Moltke,  which  illustrates  the  character  of  the 
latter  in  a  very  striking  manner.  It  was  in 
1864,  when  the  Prussians  invaded  Jutland  anl 
were  taking  possession  of  Fredericia.  Von 
Moltke  had  strongly  disapproved  of  the  war. 
so  that  it  was  much  agu'rst  his  will  that  as 
a  conquering  warrior  he  was  obliged  to  enter 
the  city  which  had  sheltered  his  boyhood.

She  also  in- 
stalled and  superintends  the  running  of  a  de- 
pot in  Dublin  for  the  supply  of  pure  milk 
for  poor  babies. 

Besides  this  she  works  energeticaHy  to 
encourage  the  sale  of  Irish  home  industries. 
Only  materials  of  Irish  manufacture  find  a 
place  in  her  wardrobe,  and  some  time  ago  she 
gave  a  garden  party  at  which  all  the  guests 
invited  were  asked  to  wear  only  Iri.sh  products. 


CHANGE  OF  CALENDAR  OF  AUS- 
TRALIA 


The  federal  government  of  Australia  has 
received  a  communication  from  the  British 
board  of  trade  endorsing  the  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  Associated  Chambers  of  Cor- 
merce  in  favor  of  an  alteration  of  the  calen- 
dar.    The  scheme  provides: 

Firstly,  that  New  Year's  Day  shall  be  re- 
garded as  a  "dies  non"  and  shall  not  be  count- 
ed as  belonging  to  the  month  or  week. 

Secondly,  the  present  extra  day  in  Leap 
Year  shall  be  interpolated  in  the  middle  of 
each  fourth  year  and  be  treated  as  a,  "dies 
non. 

Thirdly,  the  remainder  of  the  year  shall  be 
divided  into  four  quarters  each  containing  two 
months  of  30  days  and  one  month  of  31  days. 
Under  this  arrangement  each  year  will  begin 
on  the  same  day  of  tjie  week  and  Christmas 
Day  also  will  fall  on  the  same  day  of  the 
week. 

Fourthly,  Easter  to  be  fixed  instead  of  be- 
ing a  movable  feast.

"Well,  the  'Call  of  the  Open'  has  come,  and 
vou  are  going  into  the  woods  again."

Turning  toward  the  Fluterced  to  get  a  mess 
of  trout  for  <iupper  and  had  a  hot  time  getting 
out  of  a  cedar  brush  windfall — but  got  out  and 
was  cooling  off  and  resting  with  the  trout  uii 
the. same  old  log  where  the  deer  came  to  inter- 
view us.

The  wolf  yelped  and  dropped  his  flying  tail 
and  limped  as  he  ran  and  skidoo'd — he  had 
other  business  than  to  interview  city  folks. 

Up  on  the  Flutereed  some  settlers  had 
made  the  creek  their  ice-box.  Securing  pickle 
barrel,  they  put  a  big  rock  into  the  bottom, 
then  piling  other  rocks  around  the  outside  to 
steady  the  barrel.

The  long  days,  the  glories  of  summei',  the 
sweet  hours  f)assed  besides  the  trout  streams 
of  Xorihern  Minnesota  arc  memories  that  will 
live  when  they  that  look  out  of  the  windows  be 
darkened,  and   fears  shall   prev,'>il,   the   strong 


the  salmon  and.  sea  trout  taken  by  rod  and 
line  are  got  with  an  artificial  minnow,  and 
consequently  increasing  attention  is  being 
paid  to  the- structure  and  make-up  of  this  bait. 

From  the  light  quill  minnow  of  our  youth, 
with  its  attached  single  triple  hook  standing 
out  some  inch  or  more  from  the  body,  revolv- 
ing at  a  speed  which  frightened  rather  than 
lured  the  fish,  and  which  every  now  and 
then  raked  over  the  surface  in  the  most  un- 
natural way  possible,  down  to  the  present- 
day  construction  of  zinc,  tin,  or  lead,  silver 
plated  or  bronzed,  the  change  has  been  effec- 
tive and  permanent.  Modern  opinion,  too.  dif- 
fers even  less  about  the  shape  than  the  fitting. 
Some  fishers  cannot  have  too  many  hooks ; 
others  go  to  the  opposite  extreme  and  declare 
their  faith,  which  fhcy  are  prepared  to  sup- 
port by  actual,  experience,  in  one  tail  hook 
only.  Su>me,  again,  cast  from  the  reel,  some 
from  slack  line,  and  others,  when  the  art  is 
mastered,  by  coiling  the  line  in  the  palm  of 
the  left  hand. 

A  short  time  ago  I  was  fishing  some  pri- 
vate water  in  a  well  known  Scottish  Border 
river,  and  was  advised  that  nothing  would  take 
fio  well  as  a  very  light,  slim  bras?  minnow  with 
two  side  and  two  tail  books.  The  water  was 
fining  after  a  heavy  flood,  and  was  of  that 
volume  and  color  so  much  desired  by  minnow 
fishers.  I  gently  hinted  that  I  was  prejudiced 
in  favor  of  a  shorter  but  heavier  bait,  silver 
plated  and  painted,  and  with  two  tail  hooks 
only,  on  one  of  which  the  minnow  would  rest 
while  the  other  did  the  execution-^if  there 
were  any  execution,  *rhe  keeper  himsif,  one 
of  tl»e  ^i  |e«o»wfl  fishery  iiir  -tlie  <listrict, 
credited  mc  with  the  siriceHty  of  My  convic- 
tion, Intt  did  not  believe  that  siiccess  with  my 
bait',.iiira&  Htedly,.,,'My.minnoAv.  \vliiclf,;igras,only 

three-quarters  of  an  inch  lonj;-,  was.  he  con- 
sidered, too  heavy  pro  rata.  A  light  minnow 
was  desired  for  overhead  casting. 

I  ventured  to  tell  him  that  1  never  cast  a 
minnow  overhead,  but  trusted  to  the  weight  of 
the  bait   to  take  the  coils  out  of  my  hand,  or

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the  line  from  the  reel.  My  gut  line  was  part 
of  a  trout  fly  cast  of  almul  4  ft.,  with  one 
swivel  a  strand  down  from  the  line  end.  It 
then  i)ecaine  necessary  that  we  should  put  our 
imlividual  nieiliods  into  immediate  practice, 
and  the  kee|)cr  sent  my  north-country  friend, 
an  experienced  luid  clever  fisher.  t(j  one  stretch 
of  water  and  me  to  another.  1  had  never 
iishe'l  the  water  before,  and  consec|iiently  knew 
nothing  of  the  deeps  and  shallows  in  it.  There 
was  a  fair  current  and  a  strong  wind  up 
stream.  Wading  in  until  I  stood  in  about  2  ft. 
of  water,  I  began  casting,  covering  a  distance 
of  from  eight  to  12  yards,  as  might  be  neces- 
sary. At  tlie  third  cast  1  got  a  line  herring  oi 
nearly  a  pound,  and  beiiig  without  a  landing 
net.  waded  ashore  to  land  him.  A  minute  or 
two  later  1  got  a  sea  trout  of  nearly  3  lb.,  and 
had  to  play  it  right  on  to  the  gravel  and  lift  it 
out  with  my  hands.  Sport  was  fast  and  fur- 
ious, and  in  about  an  hour  I  had  taken  some 
dozen  |)ounds  or  more  of  sea  trout  and  herring. 
Then  my  friend  and  1  foregathered  and  turned 
out  our  resjjective  creels.  He  had  among 
others  a  sea  trout  of  nearly  4  lb.,  and  the 
aggregate  weight  of  his  catch  perhaps  slightly 
exceeded  my  own. 

Our  separate  ways  of  casting,  too,  were 
freely  criticised,  and  if  I  had  been  unsuccess- 
ful my  failure  would  have  been  attributed  to 
my  metii9d.  Here  are  the  two  styles:  My 
friend,  standing  in  a  couple  of  feet  of  water, 
faced  down  the  stream,  and,  casting  his  very 
light  brass  minnow  with  four  triple  hooks 
overhead  to  a  long  distance,  brought  it  straight 
across  from  left  to  right  on  to  the  shallow.  Of 
course,  the  stream  took  the  minnow  down  dur- 
ing its  pas.sage  and  gave  it  a  more  fish-like,  po- 
sition, but  a  good  deal  of  the  line  and  all  the 
gut  cast  were  necessarily  under  the  surface. 
The  other  style — my  own — was  probably  less 
graceful  and  adaptable  to  the  big  waters. 
Wading  into  the  same  depth,  I  faced  the  op- 
posite bank.  With  a  few  yards  of  slack  line 
and  the  check  taken  off  the  reel,'  the  ntmriovv 
was  sent  away  over  the  surface  to  my  lef.t, 
taking  out  with  it  the  slack  and  a  few  yards 
from  the  reel,  and  dropping  in  without  a 
splash.  When  the  minnow  entered  the  wabilr 
the  rod  was  pointed  up  stream,  and  the  line 
gathered  in  by  coiling  in  the  left  hand.  Only 
the  gut  cast  was  in  the  water,  and  as  the 
minnow  came  round  with  the  current  it  was 
always  pointing  tip  stream.  Tf  a  fish  laid  hold 
he  was  held  delicately  between  the  finger  and 
thumb  and  the  line  celled  in  the  left  hattd. 
When  the  first  fight  was  over  the  reel  wotlld 
'  gather  the  line  from  the  coils, in  the  hand  un- 
til just  enoug^b  li»c*was  left  t©  jiVt  tlie  fiali  out 
with.  One's  own  method  may  not  always  be 
the  best  in  every  circumstance,  and  it  may 
Hot  lie  sttitable  alike  in  wide  and  narrow  rivers, 
but  it  is  probably  that  the  second  style  of  fish- 
ing gives  the  minnow  a  more  natural  appear-

tront  rivers  of  tlio  .-oulhwos;,  which  are  any--'' 
thing  from  six  to  20  yards  w  ide.  the  casting  is 
underhand  and  the  minnows  are  heavier,  but 
they  are  almost  invariably  littcfl  with  two  tail 
hooks  only,  one  of  wliich  is  infinitely  more  ef- 
fective than  the  otjier.

that   no  one  else  possesBOB.     For  ordin- 
ary people  it  Is  a  great  encouragement 
to  remember  that,  no  mutter  how  many 
great  cnea   precede  ub,'.  there  Is  still  a 
way   for   us  first   to   make     good,     and 
then    to   make  better;    the  way  Is  Just    to 
give  ourselVM  to  the  thing  we  ars  do-

If  we  should  make  a  new  dictionary 
today  we  would  have  to  put  In  It  the 
verb  "to  make  good,"  which  ten  years 
ago  wa3  scarcely  known.  We  nhould 
describe  it  as  meaning  to  live  up  to  our 
promises  or  the  hopes  of  our  friends, 
to  prove  ourselves,  to  bring  things  to 
pass — In  a  word,  to  be  true  to  what 
seems  to  be  In  us.  We  mast  then  put 
beside  our  definition  certain  clippings 
from  the  dally  papers  telling  how  in 
such  and  such  a  year  this  governor  or 
mayor  or  railroad  president  made  good 
or   did   not    make    good. 

Certainly  It  is  Interesting  to  notice 
how  widely  this  new  word  has  come 
Into  use.  and  how  closely  it  expresses 
something  that  we  all  vaguely  feel  but 
could  not  express  before.  In  olden  days 
If  -a  father  sent  his  son  out  Into  the 
world  he  said  some  such  word  to  him 
as  this.  "Wo  expect  you  to  make  a 
Buccess.  John."  or,  "We  look  for  you 
to  be  a  great  man,  John."  But  now  a 
father  is  much  more  apt  to  use  sim- 
pler speech  and  Just  say.  "John,  we  ex- 
pect you  to.  make  good."  If  suceeas 
and  greatness  should  come,  all  very 
well;  but  the  main  thing  Is  to  make 
good. 

Undoubtedly  this  ts  a  real  step  for- 
ward, and  II  discouraged  and  soietnn- 
f&ced  people  tell  us  the  world  is  grow- 
ing worse,  I.  for  one,  believe  we  can 
give  them  this  phrase,  this  new  verb, 
to,  compare  with  the  older  ones  and  bo 
sure  of  making  th«m  smile  again.  If 
they  are  honest  In  their  Judgment,  and 
If  they.  too.  are  trying  to  make  good. 
Somehow  the  verb  carries  Its  own  con- 
viction with  it.  It  rings  true.  Tho 
moment  we  stop  to  think  about  It  we 
say  at  once:  "Certainly,  to  make  good, 
to  make  every  Job  a  good  Job,  to  make 
the  world  good,  to  make  ouraelves  good, 
to  make  others  good, — Indeed,  In  a  great 
big  general  sense.  Juet  to  make  good 
everywhere  and  all  the  time  seems  the 
one  thing  worth  doing."  The  fact  ap- 
pears to  ,be  beyond  dispute.

That  is  just  what  sailors  have  been 
wanting  to  do  ever  since  America  was 
discovered. 

Of  course  there  was  no  way  through. 
Look  at  the  map.  There  lies  the  vast 
continent— North  and  South  America, 
joined  midway  by  a  narrow  neck,  whlcii 
we  call  the  Isthmus  of  Panama.  In  Its 
narrow  part  It  Is  only  35  miles  broad, 
but  It  is  as  great  a  barrier  to  ships  as 
if  It  were  a  thousand  miles.  A  ship 
going  from  the  Atlanttic  coast  to  the 
Pacific  coast  of  North  America  must 
make  a  voyage  equal  to  more  than  half 
round  the  earth.  For  It  must  steam 
down  the  whole  coast  line  of  North  and 
South  America,  round  the  foot  at  Cape 
Horn,  then  up  the  whole  coast  on  the 
other  side.  What  Is  being  done  Is  sim- 
ply to^ake  a  way  through  from  ocean 
to  ocean. 

The  Idea  of  this  way  through  Is  v«ry 
old.  but  nothing  was  done  until  1879, 
when  tNsrdinand  de  Lesseps,  who  had 
made  the  Suez  Canal,  set  to  work  at 
Panama.  He  believed  he  could  make  a 
canal  across  the  Isthmus  of  Panama 
for  £24,000.000.  He  engaged  an  army  of 
men,  and  sat  up  millions  of  pounds' 
worth    of   machinery   for   dredging   and 


He  dried  up  puddles  where  the. mosquito 
breeds;  he  enforced  the  strictest  clean- 
liness; he  made  men  guard  themselves 
from  mosquitoes;  he  banished  alcohol 
entirely.  The  result  was  almost  mag- 
ical. Panama,  which  had  been  one  of 
the  most  deadly  places  on  the  earth, 
became   one   of   the   healthiest.

Now   the  work  is  going  on  again,  and 

when    it   la    finished    it    will    be    one    of 

the    greatest   feats   of   engineering   ever 

known.     The  ships  have  to  steam  from 

one  ocean  to  another.     The  level  of  both 

is  practically  the  same.     But  the  ships 

have  to  cross  a  country  which  rises  in 

the    centre;    they    have    to    climb    up    85 

feet,  as  If,  coming  up  the  Thames,  they 

had  to  ride  over  the  top  of  Cleopatra's 

Needle!      Of    course,      the      canal    could 

have   been   made  sea   level   all   the  way:

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CHILDREN  AND  ALLOWANCES 


The  woeful  ignorance  of  many  people  con- 
cerning the  art  of  spending  money  properly — 
which  represents  the  only  real  economy — is 
appalling  in  the  extreme.  It  is  responsible 
for  many  of  the  everyday  catastrophes  of  life. 
Much  of  the  trouble  could  be  avoided  if  par- 
ents would  only  realize  that  it  'is  a  mistaken 
kindness  altogether  to  allow  children  to  be 
wholly  free  from  responsibility.  Practically 
it  is  never  too  early  to  begin  to  teach  chil- 
dren the  value  of  money  no  matter  how  small 
ope's  income  is.  A  regular  allowance  should 
be  made  to  children  directly  they  reach  a  few 
years  of  age.  And  if  one's  income  chances 
to  be  very  large  the  allowance  should  be 
repfulated  hv  snnnri  romrnon  sensp  and  not  hv 
the  number  of  figures  in  the  parents'  banking 
account.  It  is  worth  making  a  great  effort — 
worth  while  to  strain  several  points  to  .attain 
this  object.    , 

When  the  average  boy  and  girl  reaches 
four  or  five  years  of  age  they  have  a  sufifi- 
ciency  of  common  sense  to  be  given  a  regular 
amount  of  money  every  week.  This  allow- 
ance must  be  their  very  own  to  spend  ex- 
actly as  they  please,  but  this  is  most  impor- 
tant— the  mother  must  make  the  children 
clearly  understand  in  the  first  instance,  the 
value  of  the  different  coins,  and  that  if  they 
wish  for  certain  things  they  must  purchase 
them  out  of  their  allowance.  Also,  in  an  ex- 
tremely tactful  and  diplomatic  manner, 
mothers  can  overlook  and  superintend  the 
spending  of  allowances.  They  may  hint  and 
suggest  in  a  very  subtler  sort  of  way,  but"  on 
no  account  must  mothers  insist  upon  the 
money  being  used  in  any  particular  way,  or 
the  whole  of  the  benefits  which  accrue  from 
the  allowance  will  be  lost.  It  is  amazing  to 
notice  how  much  the  characters  of  the  chil- 
dren can  be  discovered  from  their  methods 
of  dealing  with  their  little  allowances.  Some 
will  invest  the  money  directly  they  get  it  in 
chocolates  and  such  fleeting  pleasures ;  others 
will  hoard  it  up  to  buy  some  specially  nice 
thing  for  themselves,  while  others  again,  will 
spend  every  penny  of  their  allowance  on 
other  people.  Giving  children  an  allowance 
is  one  of  the  finest  ways  of  teaching  them 
self  control  and  self  reliance  and  imbuing 
them  with  a  spirit  of  real  charity  and  gener- 
osity. 

To  stipulate  for  any  definite  allowance  is 
out  of  the  question.  It  must  be  governed  in 
a  great  measure  by  the  parents'  income,  but 
the  allowance  must  gradually  increase  with 
years.  And  as  the  allowance  gets  larger  so 
must  the  responsibility  increase. 

In  the  earliest  times  it  is  good  to  let  the 
allowance  cover  little  presents  and  charities. 
The  children  must  be  made  quite  clearly  to 
understand  that  if  they  w-ant  to  give  money 
fo  any  hospital  fund  or  take  their  little  friend 
a  birthday  present,  they  must  be  prepared  to 
forego  their  sweets,  or  whatever  they  cus- 
tomarily spend  their  allowance  upon.  All 
should  be  explained  in  a  very  tactful  under- 
standing way;  there  must  be  no  suggestion  of 
harshness. 

When  most  girls  attain  the  age  of  eighteen 
they  should  be  entrusted  with  the  complete 
spending  of  the  money  allowed  for  dress.  A 
vigilant  but  tactful  eye  should  be  kept  on  the 
manner  in  which  the  money  is  spent,  and  if 
advice  is  asked  for  it  should  be  given,  but 
right  through  the  main  part  of  the  spending 
of  it  should  be  left  in  the  children's  own 
hands.  They  may  make  some  ghastly  mis- 
takes, probably  they  will,  but  the  worst  thing 
in  the  world  is  to  bully  them  for  doing  so. 
Let  them  learn  from  their  failures.  The  surest 
way  to  success  lies  across  one's  failures. 
"Experientia  docet !"'  If  children  make  a 
frightful  error  in  spending  their  money,  and 
somebody  laughs  at  it,  they  will  probably 
sulk;  if  they  are  left  alone  the^  will  probably 
retrieve  their  error.  '.. 

Certain  it  is  that  if  more  parents  would, 
even  at  a  sacrifice  personally,  manage  to  give 
their  children  an  allowance  and  let  them 
carry  the  responsibility  of  ii  themselves,  we 
should  have  less  haras.sed  women  and  men  in 
the  world.  It  is  when  they  come  to  having 
a  home  of  their  own  and  controlling  manage- 
ment of  an  income  that  people  feci  their  lack 
(of    knowledge    concerning    the    spending      ot 

money.

GOWNS  AND  GOSSIP 

Nobody  can  say  that  the  problvin  of  dress- 
ing is  an  easy  one  to  solve,  for  a  country 
which  endures  an  excess  of  heat  one  day  and 
a  blizzard  the  next  makes  it  necessary  for 
us  all  to  travel  about  with  a  supply  of  muslin 
frocks  and  fur  coats  at   the  same  time. 

When  people  talk  about  the  disappearance 
of  the  coat  and  skirt  they  must  assuredly  for- 
get the  climate,  and  so  far  as  I  can  see.  wo 
shall  never  attempt  to  do  without 'the  in- 
valuable suit  again.  I  went  to  a  private  view 
of  pictures  the  other  day,  and  a  very  well- 
dressed  company  was  there.  I  stood  in  the 
corner,  and  for  the  benefit  of  my  correspond- 
ents reviewed  their  attire,  finding  that  nine 
pcofrle  out  of  ten  wore  a  coat  and"  skirt  of 
velveteen,  cloth  or  tweed.  Yet  nobody  look- 
ed in  the  least  dowdy,  and  for  folk  who  had 
to  com«  in  Uici-cabs  or  the  humble  street  car,* 


no  other  clothes  would  have  been  so  practical, 
considering  that  the  four  winds  of  heaven  ap- 
peared to  have  gathered  themselves  together 
into  one  vast  fury  on  that  particular  after- 
noon. 

Because  we  all  put  the  coat  and  skirt  in  a 
position  of  great  honor  that -is  no  reason  to 
suppose  that  the  complete  gown  is  not  every 
bit  as  much  required  by  the  well  dressed  wo- 
man. Not  only  from  the  point  of  view  of 
suitability,  but  also  of  economy  it  is  the  Very 
greatest  mistake  to  h^ck  out  our  tweed  skirts 
in  the  house.

Court  Gowns  and  Trains 
Everybody  who  is  going  to  Court  is  busy 
ordering  a  gown ;  in  fact,  a  friend  of  mine 
was  informed  by  her  dressmaker  that  she 
must  decline  to  make  her  dress  unless  she 
had  plenty  of  time,  for  there  is  so  much  en- 
tertairing  on  the  tapis  already  that  the  dress- 


makers even  now  arc  busy.  People  arc  al- 
ways asking  how  long  a  Court  train  should 
be.  The  proper  length  is  thrce-and-a-half  to 
four  yards,  according  to  the  height  of  the 
wearer,  and  whether  the  train  is  hung  from 
the  waist  or  the  shoulders ;  it  may  be  longer 
but  not  shorter.  Nearly  all  the  prettiest  this 
season  are  hung  from  the  shoulders,  but  they 
are  no  longer  the  voluminous,  massive  af- 
fairs they  were  a  few  years  ago.  Lace  trains. 
for  example,  are  worn,  and  so  are  trains  of 
the  most  lovely  brocaded  crepe-de-chine.

The  practice  of  reading  magazines  is  often 
condemned  on  the  ground  that  it  tends  to 
slovenly  methods  of  reading  and  superficial 
knowledge.  At  a  first  glance  this  accusation 
seems  true  enough.  We  all  know  the  type  of 
indolent  woman  who  lounges  half  the  morning 
over  the  latest  magazine,  dipping  into  first  one 
article  and  then  another;  or  the  empty-headed 
young  man  who  "doesn't  care  for  reading,"  but 
who  buys  half  a  dozen  illustrated  papers  to 
"keep  him  alive"  every  time  he  goes  a  journey. 

l^it  on  second  thoughts,  \ve  see  that  the  ob- 
vious deduction  from  this  example  is  false.  It 
matters  after  all,  not  so  much  what  we  read 
as  how.  There  are  some  people  before  whom 
careful,  scholarly  books  are  a.s  pearls  before 
swine.  Such  people  have  minds  which  are 
best  described  as  "untidy."  They  probably 
possess  a  good  deal  of  miscellaneous  informa- 
tion, but  it  is  jumbled  up  with  half-remembered 
facts,  untested  knov/ledge,  and  missorted  au- 
thorities, and  so  is  never  "getatable"  when  it 
is  wanted.  Such  are  the  people  who  remem- 
ber to  have  read  somewhere — they  are  not 
quite  sure  where — that  someone — whose  name 
they  do  not  for  the  moment  recollect — discov- 
ered an  unknown  people  somewhere  in  Africa — 
or  was  it  in  America? 

Probably  all  of  us  have  experienced  the 
humiliating  search  after  facts  which  we  once 
read — we  no  longer  remember  where! 

AVomen,  it  is  said,  are  especially  liable  to 
inaccuracy  and  general  haziness  iii  their  knowl- 
edge. They  certainly  do  not  possess,  as  a  rule, 
a  man's  gift  of  sorting  his  knowledge,  nor  yet 
a  man's  patience  in  mastering  details,  which 
are  always  so  much  more  important  than  they 
appear.  Women  are  always  encouraged  to 
extend  rather  than  to  concentrate  their  inter- 
ests, and.  they  are  thus  especially  liable  to  fall 
into  habits  of  superficial  learning  and  hasty, 
half-cooked  opinions.  To  such  the  magazine, 
with  its  lightly-written  articles,  and  its  essays 
which  are  often  more  suggestive  that  inform- 
ttig.  is  undoniably  a  source  of  danger;  and  the 
frivoknis  reader  skips  from  one  new  topic  to 
another  in  a  manner  which  can  only  result  in 
producing  a  hazy  confusion  of  ideas. 

But  let  us  clearly  understand  that  this  is 
really  not  the  fault  of  the  magazine.  The 
magazine,  when  it  is  intelligently  used,  is  one 
()f  the  most  valuable  products  of  modern  edu- 
cation. A  well-arranged,  clearly  expressed 
magazine  article  is  an  excellent  sign-post  to 
knowledge :  the  mistake  lies  in  supposing  it  to 
be  the  goal.  As  an  introduction  merely  it  is 
invaluable;  for  knowledge  is  attracted  to 
knowledge,  and  a  very  mode.st  supply,  provid- 
ed it  be  accurate  and  neatly  stored  in  our 
memory,  may  atttract  to  our  notice  .stray 
crumbs  of  information  which  we  should  other- 
wise pass  by. 

The  secret  of  the  clever  talker  is  that  there 
are  few  subjects  to  wdiich  he  is  unresponsive 
and  upon  which  he  is  wholly  ignorant.  To 
talk  cleverly  on  any  subject  it  is  essential  to 
have  at  command  a  c^riain  stock  of  specific 
knowledge,  for  conversation  is  a  give-and** 
take  of  opinions,  differing  thereby  from  the 
"preaching"  of  the  social  bore. 

The  large  number  of  monthly  reviews,  of 
art,  literature,  travel,  etc.,  points  lu  the  ever- 
widening  interests  of  the  reading  public,  even 
whilst  it  is  perhaps  a  proof  of  superficiality 
of  modern  culture.  It  is  said  that  a  woman 
should  have  twenty  hobbies.  It  is  certainly 
well  for  her  to  have  twenty  interests,  for 
if^iist  the  woman  who  ,'*knows  all  about  evcry- 
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thing"  may  be  an  object  of  some  awe  to  her 
less  learned  acquaintances,  she  who  knows 
"nothing  about  anything"  is  a  butt  for  their 
contempt,  if  also  for  their  pity.  Let  us  there- 
fore treat  the  magazine  as  our  starting  point ; 
let  us  use  it  fairly,  reading  it  attentively  and 
critically,  and  suplementing  it,  where  this  is 
possible,  by  further  information,  for  the  habit 
of  relying  upon  cheaply  gained  knowledge  of- 
ten weakens  the  appetite  for  finding  out  things 
for  oneself.  Above  all,  let  us  guard  against 
the  dangerous  habit  of  borrowing  our  opin- 
ions from  others,  by  weighing  carefully  all 
that  we  read  of  a  controversial  nature,  and 
never  resting  until  we  have  also  seen  the 
other  side.  A  few  ha.stily  adopted  opinions 
and  "second-hand"  prejudices  will  go  a  long'„/_£i^ 
forming  a  calm,  unbiassed  opinion  on  mat-  '  " 
ters  we  are  called  upon  to  judge.  the  re- 
view is  pretended  to  be  suggestive,  not  final ; 
it  is  one  person's  point  of  view,  and  proba- 
bly not  at  all  the  point  of  view  we  should 
have  taken  in  his  place.  The  more  it  clashes 
with  our  own  opinions,  the  more  instructive  it 
will  be  to  us  by  rescuing  us  from  the  torpor  of 
those  people  who  void  reading  any  but- re- 
flections of  their  own  opinion.

Sometimes  one  wonders  if  any  one  ought 
to  be  sure  of  anything.  I  have  no  doubt  that 
a  gentleman  who  discoursed  recently  on  the 
popular  subject  of  the  harem  skirt  thought 
that  he  was  fairly  safe  in  talking  about  the 
universal  rule  of  trousers  for  men  and  skirts 
for  women;  but  he  reckoned  without  China. 
So,  when  he  said  we  should  be  "all  right"  if 
we  stuck  to  that  universal  rule,  he  was  giv- 
ing poor  comfort.  There  are  other  countries 
besides  China,  I  believe,  where  the  flowing 
rooe  or  SKirt  is  associateo  vvith  mSnty  dignity, 
and  trousers  are  only  fit  for  the  women.

If  woman  de^ 
sires  to  wear  the  harem  skirt,  he  says,  nothing 
will  stop  her ;  not  even  the  ridicule  of  .  the 
crowd.  Whereas  man,  however  much  he  may 
dislike  an  article  of  dress,  will  not  change  it 
because  of  the  ridicule  of  the  crowd !  Now, 
which  is  the  "slave  of  fashion?"  I  should 
say  that  both  man  and  woman  were  in  bonds, 
only  woman's  Fashion  happens  to  be  capric- 
ious, and  man's  Fashion  happens  to  be  more 
or  less  stable. 

The  American  who  wrote  to  the  Lord 
Chamberlain  asking  that  "six  ,  good  seats" 
should  be  reserved  for  her  at  the  Coronation 
ceremony  in  the  Abbey,  and  adding  that  "she 
did  not  know  the  tariff,  but  on  receipt  of 
tickets,  she  would  send  cheque,  seems  a 
very  funny  person  to  us,  but  in  America  no 
one  would  see  the  joke  of  \v/  application. 
The  ceremonies  in  which  we  Britishers  still 
indulge  have  no  significance  in  an  American's 
eyes  except  as  "a  show,"  and  if  you  want  to 
see  a  show,  you  have  only  to  pay.  Voila  tout ! 
And  It  must  be  confessed  that  even  in  Eng- 
land there  is  a  growing  tendency  to  forget 
that  the  Coronation  is  anything  more  than  a 
pageant.  The  fact  that  it  is  a  solenin  relig- 
ious ceremony  is  overlooked  in  England  as 
well  as  in  America. 


It  is  very  rarely  indeed  that  one  passes  a 
day  without  hearing  "nerves"  mentioned.  If 
one  does  not  read  about  nerves  in  the  news- 
paper, one  hears  them  discussed  somehow 
.somewhere.  Every  one  has  a  friend  wit-h 
"nerves."  Nerves  are  what  civilization  ^  has 
substituted  for  the  plague;  but  w^e  don't  need 
"nerve  pits,"  because,  unlike  the  victims  of 
the  plague,  the  victims  of  "nerves"  live  long.

McTHwhilo  people  are  always  devising  cures 
for  them.  (It  should  be  said  in  passing  that 
what  we  used  to  call  irritability,  selfishness, 
want  of  consideration,  and  other  names  are 
now  all  lumped  together  under  the  generic 
name  of  "nerves.")  I  read  that  the  latest  cure 
is  "the  daily  study  of  arithmetic  and  Euclid." 
Yes,  really.  In  other  words,  if  you  arc 
"jumpy,"  sit  down  and  do  a  sum  or  two,  and 
you  will  feel  much  better.  Society  women 
who  lead  vague,  indefinite  lives — entertaining, 
shopping,  and  pleasure-planning — and  -who 
will  be  ])articularly  "busy"  during  the  coming 
Coronation  season,  have  been  prescribed 
"sums"  as  a  fine  mental  tonic.  "The  effort  of 
working  out  sums,''  says  my  informant,  "has 
a  wonderfully  calming  and  balancing  effect  on 
the  rriind."  I  should  say  that  it  depended  on 
the  type  of  mind,  and  that  it  would  be  very 
unwise  to  prescribe  the  mathematics  sooiher 
to  some  people.  Is  there  no  truth  in  the  old 
rhyme,  "Multiplication  is  vexation,  etc.?"

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The  author  who  called  Canada  "Our  Lady 
of  the  Snows"  would  have  been  nearer  the 
mark  if  he  had  called  it  "The  Land  of  Hope 
and  Glory" — a  title  now  applied  to  the  whole 
Empire — or  "The  Home  of  Unknown  Possi- 
bilities," or  "The  Land  of  Ungarnered  Mil- 
lions," or  by  any  other  name  that  was  a  little 
less  picturesque  but  more  in  conformity  with 
the  real  character  of  that  vast  and  romantic 
region  of  the  king's  realm  known  as  "The  Do- 
minion." With  just  as  much  truth  as  Na- 
poleon's dictum  that  every  French  corporal 
carried  a  Field-Marshal's  baton  in  his  knap- 
sack,' it  may  be  averred  that  every  boy  who 
leaves  the  shores  of  Old  England  ^nd  the 
used-up,  overcrowded  atmosphere  of  London 
for  the  larger  life  of  the  illimitable  North 
West  carries  a  millionaire's  passport'  in  his 
breeches'  pocket. 

Sir  Thomas  Shaughnessy.  for  instance, 
could  tell  you  something  about  the  soundness 
of  that  axiom.  lie  arrived  in  London  from 
Canada  a  few  days  ago.  Sir  Thomas  is  him- 
self'a  livi.ng  witness  to  the  amazing  possibili- 


hand,  only  to  shatter  them  all  one  by  one,  by 
mutual  loyalty  and  determination  to  be  con- 
quered by  nothing. 

Today  the  C.  P.  R.  is  the  largest  private 
landowner  in  the  Empire.  The  C.  P.  R.  has 
made  Canada  a  nation.  Our  own  tiny  coun- 
try has  no  parallel  to  the  marvellous  results 
which  have  sprung  from  Sir  Thomas  Shaugh- 
nessy's  industry.  This  England  of  ours  al- 
ready had  an  overcrowded  population  when 
railways  began,  and  with  their  advent  every 
town  in  the  country  waited  anxiously  to  be 
linked  up  for  the  facilitation  of  its  commerce.

the  unknown  regions  of  the  Rockies  were 
blasted,  mighty  rivers  bridged,  and  glaciers 
conquered — how  millions  of  dollars  had  to  be 
repeatedly  found  to  carry  on  this  tremendous 
gamble,  in  hope  that  it  might  some  day  return 
— these  are  a  narrative  which  only  a  good- 
sized  volume  could  adequately  describe. 

In  all  these  Titanic  struggles  the  financial 
genius  of   Sir   Thomas   Shaughnessy   marked, 
him   out  as   the   coming   chief  of   the     great 
transcontinental  railway.

It  is  dif- 
ficult to   think   of   Empire  builders  who   can 
come  into  the  same  category  as  Sir  Thomas 
Shaughnessy — Cecil  Rhodes  in  South  Africa, 
Lord  Cromer  in  Egypt,  Lord  Roberts  in  In- 
dia— all  great  men.  to  whom  the  debt  of  Em- 
pire can  never  be  paid.     But  for  its  gigantic 
results  in  the  creation  of  a  nation  the  lifework 
of  Sir  Thomas   Shaughnessy  stands   alone. —

ties  of  Canada.  When,  'way  back  in  the  early 
Victorian  days,  the  father  and  mother  of  Sir 
Thomas  Shaughnessy  bade  a  sorrowful  fare- 
well to  Ireland's  shores  and  started  upon  that 
perilous  journey  to  the  new  world,  in  an  old 
sailing  ship,  their  loftiest  dreams  could  not 
have  compassed  the  possibility  of  their  giving 
to  the  world  a  sou  who  was  to  r^rvolutionizc 
a  h-alf  of  the  North  American  continent  by 
the  creation  of  a  great  railway  across  the 
Canadian  Dominion.  Sir  Thomas  came  into 
the  world  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  of 
America.  It  was  at  Milwaukee  that  the 
Shaughnessys  gave  to  the  world  one  of v';i^t 
jjresent  most  illustrious  soris.  They  had  hard 
struggles  in  their  western  surroundings,  but 
ihey  brought  up  their  boy  with  high  ideals 
and  noble  ambitions.  Those  ideals  have  been 
justified. 

At  16  Thomas  Shaughnessy  went  into  the 
^-service  of  the  local  railway.  Hi -h^^  never 
looked  hack.  His  life  has  been  one  tremen- 
dous round  of  application  to  business,  and  no 
words  can  adequately  convey  the  results  of 
his  life's  work.  And  he  tS  still  on  the  right 
.,«,ide  of  60. 

'^  liit  by  bit  Thomas  Shaughnessy 's  busi- 
ness capacity  won  the  confidence  of  the  rail- 
way directors  for  whom  he  worked.  Step  by 
.step  he  mounted  the  ladder,  until  he  became 
General  Purchasing  Agent  for  the  entire 
.sj'^stem,  and  was  known  as  one  of  the  clever- 
est railway  men  in  America,  lie  was  cer- 
tainly recognized  as  such  by  the  general  su- 
permtcndent  of  the  line,  William  Van  Hornc. 
The  latter  eventually  went  'over  the  border" 
and  joined  a  new  line  which  was  under  con- 
struction—the Canadian  Pacific  Railway. 
Then  Van  Borne  sent  for  his  old  comrade  in 
Milwaukee,  and  together  they  have  marched 
onward  along  the  great  steel  girdle  of  the 
C  P.  R.,  encountering  d«(ftculue«  on    every 
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world— 120  miles  of  track,  Wlien,  on  the  7th 
of  November,  1885,  Lord  Strathcona  drove  in 
the  last  spike  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
at  Craigellachie  the  City  of  Vancouver  was  an 
almost  untrodden  forest.  Lord  .  Strathcona 
was  even  then  a  white-haired  old  man,  but  he 
has  lived  to  sec  Vancouver  a  great  city,  with 
a  population  of  ioo,ooo»  and  a  magnificent 
land-locked,  m.ountain-sheltercd  harbor, -whose 
ships  are  found  in  all  the  greater  ports  of  the 
world. 

The  ramifications  of  the  C.  P.  Hj 'affe  al^' 
most  beyond  belief.  Our  own  familiar  Mid- 
land, G.'W.  R.,  G.  N.  R.,  and  oth.cr  English 
lines  are  babies  by  comparison.  The  C.  P.  R. 
has  over  80,000  miles  of  tclcj^iapks,  a  ihon- 
sand  elevators,  a.  series  of  magnificent  hotels 
between  the  Atlantic  and  the  Pacific  Oceans, 
and  it  controls  a  fleet  of  72  stcanishii)s  of  20 
different  types.  Twelve  thousand  men  arc  re- 
quired as  crews  and  shore  stntts  to  cater  for 
its  passpnger  and  transportation  activities. 
The  amount  of  coal  burned  ]>or  day  by  this 
fleet  would  require  seven  trains  of  40  trucks 
each  to  transport.  The  total  distance  traveled 
by  these  ships  on  their  ordinary  schedtiles 
per  year  equals  57  times  round  the  world. 
Placed  in  a  single  line — but.  there,  C.  P.  R. 
statistics  are  so  colossal  that  the  brain  is  be- 
wildered. 

Nor  can  the  extraordinary  details  and  the 
romantic  and  triumphant  surmounting  of  all 
the  gigantic  obstacles  presented  by  the  con- 
struction of  this  great  railroad  be  embarked 
upon  here.  How  succcediag  Canadian  Con- 
servative and*  Radical  governments  in  turn  fa- 
cilitated, then  obstructed,  the  making  of  the 
road;  how  the  treacherou.s  "muskegs"  (large 
swamps  that  looked  like  safe  soil,  but  required 
millions  of  tons  of  earth  to  fill  up  before  trains 
could  run  over  them)  were  negotiated;  hojgt 


Readers  must  often  have  wondered,  when 
listening  to  a  comic  song  or  enjoying  the  vi- 
vacity of  a  star  comedy  turn,  how  it  was  that 
these  famous  merrymakers  appeared  always 
to  be  in  such  high  spirits.  We  seldom  think, 
somehow,  of  the  private  j&y.s  and  secret  sor- 
rows of  our  stage  favorites,  and  yet  a  little  re- 
flection will  show  us  that,  though  always  in  the 
public  eye,  they  have  their  ups  and  downs  like 
the  rest  of  us,  and  are.  perhaps,  more  frequent- 
ly in  "the  dumps"  than  they  would  care  to 
admit. 

We  thought  it  might  be  of  interest  if  some 
of  our  best-known  public  favorites  would  tell 
us  when  and  why  they  found  it  hardest  to  play 
their  accustomed  parts.  Here  are  their  con- 
fessions. 

Ivlr.  Horace  Mills,  whg  is  nightly  causing 
roar.s  of  laughter  as  chief  comedian  at  the 
Theatre  Royal,  Dublin,  says:  "Alas!  the  oc- 
casions when  I  found  it  hard  to  be  merry  have 
been  only  too  numerous.  Many  a  time,  wdien 
I  have  been  cracking  jokes  with  a  splitting 
headache,  the  lot  of  the  'funny  man'  has  ap- 
peared anything  but  'a  happy  one.'  Never 
shall  I  forget  a  certain  matinee  of  'Aladdin.' 
played  in  Manchester.  So  ill  was  I  on  reach- 
ing my  dressing-room  that  I  sent  for  a  doctor, 
who  ordered  me  not  to  play.  The  house  was 
j>ack€d  and  my  understudy  had  gone  to  Lon- 
don. Mr.  Robert  Courtneidgc  declared  that  if 
1  did  not  go  on  he  must  dismiss  the  audience — 
a  loss  of  some  £150.  I  was  'put  into  rny 
.  clothes'  somehow  and  assisted  to  the  wing  in 
M^  semi-conscious  condition.  I  nearly  fell,  but 
G.  P.  Huntley  caught  my  arm.  In  fact,  had  it 
iiot  been  for  him,  George  Graves,  and  Ada 
R^eve  (who  were  in  the  cast).  I  doubt  if  I 
should  have  been  able  to  drag  through  my 
part." 

Mr.  G.  H.  Elliott,  the  only  chocolate-color- 
rd  coon  impersonator,  writes:  "From  the  time 
1  was  five  years  old,  when  1  started  touring, 
my  mother  has  traveled  with  me  and  proved 
my  mascot  and  protector.  Two  years  ago. 
just  as  1  had  reached  the  highest  pinnacle  of 
success,  to  which  both  she  and  I  had  looked 
forward  together,  my  mother  was  taken  dan- 
gerously ill.  1  wanted  to  relinquish  my  en- 
gagement, which  was  in  a  town  some  miles 
away,  in  order  to  stay  by  her,  but  the  doctor 
said'  that  to  do  .so  nriight  prove  fatal  to  my 
mother,  as  he  did  not  desire  to  lei  her  know 
how  ill  she  was.  An  operation  was  to  be  per- 
formed, and  I  was  charged  to  be  in  readiness  to 
return  at  once  if  I  were  wired  for.  You  can 
imagine  my  feeling  at  having  to  sing  eight 
songs  to  an  Irish  audience,  who  are  always 
bubbling  over  with  mirth,  when  I  knew  my 
mother's  life  hung  in  the  balance'.  Happily, 
she  got  better,  and  Js  with  mc  now." 

Miss  Phyllis  Dare  has  no  very  tragic  inci- 
dent to  retail.  "Can't  you  give  me  one  in- 
stance when  yon  were  not  'in  tune'  with  your 


bright  surroundings?"  I  asked.  She  looked  up 
with  that  sweet  smile  of  hers  and  said:  "Well, 
it  doesn't  seem  so  very  terrible  to  look  back 
upon  now,  but  to  my  then  childish  mind  the 
news  that  I  was  to  leave  the  stage,  after  tast- 
ing the  joys  of  the  footlights,  nearly  broke  my 
heart.  It  was  all  arranged  before  I  was  Jet 
into  the  secret.  One  night,  as  we  were  going 
to  the  theatre,  my  father  told  me  that  he  had 
arranged  to  send  me  to  school  in  Brus.sels.  I 
don't  know  how  I  got  through  my  part  that 
night.  My  mind  was  all  the  time  upon  a  pris- 
on-like school.  However,  I  was  told  after  that 
I  had  never  played  better  in  my  life,  and  a  man- 
ager was  so  pleased  with  my  performance  that 
he  wanted  me  to  sign  to  join  his  company  di- 
rectly I  returned  to  the  stage." 

"It  was  some  years  ago,"  said  Mr.  George 
Robey,  "that  I  felt  more  like  crying  than  be- 
ing funny.    The  'ghost  walk'  waslighter  in  its 
tread  then  than  now,  and  I  was  just  complet- 
ing an  engagement.    I  w-as  also  negotiating  for  ' 
others.     As  is  often  the  case  when  arranging 
with  novices,  the  managers  were  very  slow  in 
deciding.    One  morning,  however,  to  my  great 
joy  a  letter  awaited  me  which  only  needed  my 
signature  to   complete   the  engagement.     Di- 
rectlv  I  got  home  I  hastened  to  sign  the  con- 
tract and  posted  the  letter  on  my  way  to  the 
theatre,  and  I  felt  as  happy  as  a  sand-boy  when 
I  entered  my  dressing-room.  I  was  waiting  my 
'call'  and  singing  to  myself,  when  a  second  let- 
ter was  brought  to  me.    It  contained  a  definite 
offer  from  another  manager  at  a  salary  nearly 
double  the  other.     I   don't  think  I  have  ever 
since  found  it  so  hard  to  be  funny  as  I  did  that 
evening." 

Mr.  Whit  Cunliffe.  who,  the  Yankees  .say, 
IS  the  most  entertaining  and  refined  artiste  that 
England  has  sent  across  the  water,  had  a  very 
painful  experience  at  his  first  performance  in 
America.  The  arrival  of  the  boat  was  delayed 
considerably,  and  he  reached  New  York  a  very 
short  while  before  he  was  timed  to  appear  on 
the  stage.  His  stage  dress-basket  was  quickly 
unpacked,  but,  horror!  everything  was  water- 
soaked  and  spoiled.  A  buttonless  waistcoat,  a 
pair  of  house-boots,  and  a  pair  of  blue  trousers 
were  all  that  were  wearable.  So  he  had  to  go 
on  in  the  very  neglige  traveling  suit  he  had 
on.  "Imagine  me  singing  'A  Different  Girl 
Again'  dressed  like  a  tripper.  The  whole  point 
of  the. song  was  spoilt,"  said 'Mr.  Cunliffe. 

Mr.  Jack  Pleasant,  whose  name  so  nearly 
resembles  the  character  he  always  maintains, 
has  one  more  than  one  occasion  felt  very  disin- 
clined to  "make  merry."     The  time,  however, 
which  stands  out  in  his  memory  as  being  the 
most  painful  happened  when  he  first  started 
in   the   nrofession   some   years   ago.     He   was 
wired  for  to  open  at  a  music-hall  in  the  North 
of    England.     It   was   an    old-fashioned   one- 
house-a-night  place.     The  prices  were  "popu- 
lar" and  the  audience  somewhat  rough.     1  he 
hall  has  .since  been  pulled  down.     He  arrived 
late,  with  a  bad  cold,  and  not  in  time  for  a  bX^d 
rehearsal.     They  had  a  strange  custom  of  en- 
gaging a  comic  singer  to  sing  the  last  song 
and  sing  the  audience  out  at  the  same  time. 
Being  new  to  the  profession,  he  did  not  know 
the  custom.    But  to-continue  in  his  own  words : 
"The  'last  turn'  was  called  and   on    I   crept. 
Three  parts  of  the  audience  had  left  the  build- 
ing, but  a  iew  of  the  'bhoys'  in  the  gallery  were 
much    in   evidence.     The  opening  line   of  my 
song  was.   'I   vvent   up   to   London   a  twelve- 
month ago.'

In   spite  of  the   advance   in   taste   in   thi^, 
country  in  the  internal  decoration  of  houses, 
yet  the  average   house-painter's   main   idea,  is 
still  to  paint  and  "grain"  all  the  woodwork  in 
the  place  and  cover  the  walls  and  ceilings  with 
paper  or  distemper.    Occasionally,  however,  an 
original  occupier  takes  the  job  out  of  the  hands 
of  the  professional  wielder  of  the  paint  and 
whitewashing  brushes  and  strikes  out  on  a  new 
and  original  tack.     An  American  beauty,  for 
instance,  has  papered  her  boudoir  entirely  with 
letters,  being  her  correspondence  since  she  put 
her  hair  up  and  "came  out."    She  has  covered 
the  walls  with  ordinary  epistles  containing  in- 
vitations,  announcements  of  her  friends'   eii- 
gageinents,  or  other  domestic  occurrences,  and 
so  forth;  while  above  runs  a    frieze  of  envel- 
opes.    But  the  piece  de  resistance  in  this  in- 
stance is  the  dado,  which  is  entirely  composed 
of  love-letters — lucky    girl ! — all    arranged    in 
chronological  order,  those  containing  a  defin- 
ite offer  of  marriage  being  placed  at  the  top  to 
catch    the   eye.     Not   wishing   to   pillory   the 
swains  who  had  laid  their  fortunes  at  her  feet, 
she  had,  at  any  rate,  the  sense  to  cut  off  their 
signatures. 

A  philatelist  has  a  little  room  in  his  house 
entirely  papered  with  old  postage  stamps.  This 
decorative  plan  has  frequently  been  used  in  the 
making  of  plates,  ash-trays,  and  the  like,  often 
combined  with  cigar  bands,  but  few  people 
would  be  bold  enough  to  contemplate  the  cov- 
ering of  the  walls  of  even  a  very  small  room 
with  such  tiny  scraps  of  paper  as  the  postage 
stamp  represents.

There  is  a  story-  told  of  a  man  who,  during 
the  making  of  one  of  the  South  American 
states,  papered  his  room  with  notes  which  had 
originally  represented  thousands  of  pounds,  but 
were  not  worth  half  as  many  farthings. 

Artists  very  often  decorate  their  own  rooms, 
Mr.  Cecil  Aldin  has  made  his  children's  nur- 
sery a  perfect  fairy-land  with  his  inimitable 
paintings  on  the  walls  of  the  nursery  heroes, 
such   as   Polly   Flinders,   Little   Jack  Horner, 
Jack  Sprat,  and  the  rest  of  the  immortal  com- 
pany.    Sir  F.  Carruthers  Gould  has  adorned 
his  study  with  a  very  remarkable  frieze,  rej* 
resenting  the   modern   Froissart.     There  you 
may  see  the  pilgrims  marching  round  the  room 
—the  late  Lord  Salisbury  almost  too  heavy  a 
burden  for  his  patient  mule,  and  Mr.  Joseph 
Chamberlain,  on  a  particularly  frisky  donkey, 
ahead  of  his  lordship  and  turning  round  to  tell 
him  to  "hurry  up."    It  is  a  very  amusing  dec-. 
oration,  and  one  in  which  all  the  great  cariqa^ 
turist's    friends    take    an    interest.     The"   late 
Lord  Leighton's  house  is  open  to  the  public,  ol 
course,  and.it  is  an  index  to  the  artistic  mind 
of  its  master,  but  not  everybody,  by  any  means, 
has  seen  the  interior  of  Sir  Lawrence  Alma- 
'Tadema's  house.     The  hall  and  staircase  are 
unique,  by  the  fact  that  almos^  every  great 
contemporary  artist  has  contributed  a  panel  to 
its  decoration.    There  can  be  seen  masterpieces 
by    great   living   Academicians    like    Poyntcr, 
Sargent,  Abbey,  and  Marcus  Stone,  and  such 
deceased   masters  as  Orchardson,  Swan,  and 

Leighton.
